He was followed by Jones, of Nevada, who 
nrade one of his able, exhaustive, and some- 
what brilliant extemporaneous speeches, in 
which he replied seriatim to several of the 
arguments against the bill with great in- 
genuity and some force. 

Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, said that he was 
a believer in the right of the United States 
to exclude not only Chinese but other for- 
eigners whose advent might be objectiona- 
ble, but he could not vote for the bill before 
the Senate with its ‘harsh and intolerant pro- 
visions. 

JOHN SHERMAN 

spoke against Mr. Farley’s amendment for- 
bidding the naturalization of Chinese. He 
also opposed the extension of the term of the 
bill to twenty years, when five years would 
answer, He expressed sympathy with the 
people on the Pacific Coast, and complained 
that the bill had been so loaded down as to 
render it objectionable. 

AMENDMENT AFTER AMENDMENT WAS DIS- 

CUSSED, 
voted on, and carried. Mr. Edmunds made 
an eloquent appeal to the’ Californians to 
render the bill less objectionable, and sng- 
gested that the people of that State would 
advance their own interests better if they 
would seek to make their Golden Gate a gate 
ot gold through which the wealth of the 
Chinese Empire might be poured upon this 
continent.

IN THE HOUSE. 
HORR MAKING FUN OF OSCAR TURNER, OF 
KENTUCKY, 
Special Dispatch o The Chicago Tribune, 
WSS rox, D. C., March 9.—Mr. Horr 
found an opportunity to make his speech to- 
day, having secured the floor on the Agri- 
cultural Appropriation bill. Mr. Horr’s re- 
marks were mostly in reply to a trade speech 
made by Oscar Turner, of Kentucky, the 
other day, on the same bill. Mr. Horr 
started out with the general proposition 
that the farmers, quite as much as the manu- 
facturers, are interested in the perpetuation 
of the protective-tariff system. He said that 
the Free-Traders, in all their discussions of 
the tariff. assumed to begin with two propo- 
sitions, neither one of which, he declared, 
was true: First, that the duty levied upon 
an article is a tax of that amount paid by the 
consumer; and, second, that the duty thus 
collected, or the tax thus paid, goes into the 
pockets of the manufacturers. Mr. Horr 
said that he was more familiar with the his- 
tory of 
THE SALT MANUFACTURE 
than any other, and devoted a large part of 
his speech to a historical review of the salt 
industry. in 1807, he said, salt was placed 
on the free list, and an infant American in- 
dustry which had begun to grow was vir- 
tualiy destroyed, for in 1508 there was 
hardly a salt manufacturer left in the coun- 
try. . Immediately the price of the com- 
modity began to advance, and in 
it was $20 a barrel. This, of course, 
Mr. Horr said, was in war-time, and 
probably the War had a good deal to 
do with home prices, but this very fact, he 
claimed, was a strong argument in favor of 
the protective system. In other words, if 
the country had been prepared to manu: 
facture all the salt needed for con. 
sumption, the War would not have advanced ata. 
its price. Mr. Horr said that in 1345 the price

Mr. Hateh objected, and said that until the 
Counnittee on Ways and Means heeded the 
Wish of the House, as recently expressed in 
an vote on the leaf tobacco bill, he did not 
propose that any bill relating to tobacco 
should be considered. The bill was referred 
to the House calendar, and then the House 
went into committee on the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation bill. 

Jun. HORR, OF MICHIGAN, 
antagonized the position taken by Mr. Turn- 
er, of Kentucky, in his speech in denuncia- 
tion of a protective tariff, that the farmer lost

On motion of Mr. Hotman, of Indiana, the 
quota of seeds to be supplied to members of 
Congress was increased from one-half to two 
thirds. 

An amendment was rejected leaving the 
distribution of seeds discretionary with the 
Commissioner of Agriculture; also an 
amendment rhereasing from $80,000 to $125,- 
000 the appropriation for the purchase of 
seeds and plants. 

The amendment appropriating $25,000 for 
experiments in the manufacture of sorghum 
and $10,000 for experiments in the manufact- 
ure of sugar from beets was adopted. 

Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, moved an in- 
crease of the appropriation for the purpose 
of enabling the Commissioner of Agriculture 
to investigate the subject of forestry from 
$5,000 to 87,000. Adopted. 

The committee finally rose, reported the 
bill to the House, and it passed. Adjourned.

COMMITTEE- WORK. 
APPROVAL OF THE BILL TO RELIEVE ILI- 
PAID ARMY OFFICERS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., March 9.—Congress- 
man Davis, of the Military Committee, re- 
ported to the House this morning a bill to 
allow all officers below the grade of Major 
who have held the same rank for a period of 
fifteen years the pay and allowances of the 
grade next above them. The bill originally 
provided that any ofticer who had held the 
same rank for twenty years should come 
within its provisions, but as this would only 
provide for some four or five officers, and 
they mostly from the staff corps, the 
committee amended the bill in order 
that officers of the line who were and 
had been for years doing duty on the 
frontier, the active fighting force, should 
also be included. The bill as amended by 
the committee will give advanced pay to 
some 300 officérs, mostly of the line, who 

have served for fifteen years as 

LIRUTENANTS AND CAPTAINS. 

There are many precedents for the bill, and 
some are cited in the report where officers of 
the lower grades of the army after the War 
of 1812, Mexican, and other w were 
given advanced pay af ourteen 
years’ service. It appears after 
our wars, the army is comparatively 
young in the higher grades, and retirements 
are few, and officers of the lower grades do 
not receive the promotion and advancement 
which usually comes after ten or twelve 
years’ service, and then find themselves at 
middle age with the pay of a Lieutenant or 
Captain, while their expenses for the care 
and education of a family have been greatly 
increased. The bill proposes to give addi- 
tional pay, but no increase of rank. The 
committee was unanimously in 7 18 of the 
bill.

DR. DE WOLF’S VISIT TO THE PRESIDENT 

POSTPONED. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Cleicage Tribune, 
Wasninetos, D. C., March 9.—Health- 
Officer De Wolf did not call upon the Presi- 
dent today in the matter of compulsory vac- 
cination, the meeting haying been postponed: 
until tomorrow, as the Senators who 
were to go with him were unable to keep 
their engagements. Further inquiry makes 
it seem very desirable that the ends sought 
should be accomplished tizrough the Nation- 
al Board of Health rather than by special 
legislation. A special bill would meet with 
a great many obstaeles, not the least impor- 
tant of which would be the opposition of the 
steamship companies and the New York 
quarantine authorities. ‘The bill of the New 
York quarantine authorities, which has been 
presented in Congress, does not meet the ap- 
proval of Commissioner De Wolf, It is not 
even as stringent as Mr. Richardson, who in- 
troduced it, supposed tat it was. 

ITS ESSENTIAL PROVISIONS 

are these: | 

Sec. 1. That all merchant vessels sailing 
from a foreign port for the United States must 
obtain from the Consul of the United States at 
the port of departure, or from the medicai offi- 
cer, where such officer has been detailed and ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States 
for that purpose, a bill of bealth in duplicate, 
which shall set forth the sanitary history of said 
vessel, and that it has complied with the rules 
and regulations ot the National Board of Health. 

Su. 2% That all persons coming from or 
through any foreign port or place in which 
emall-pox exists who shall arrive at any port of 
entry within the United States, shall be sub- 
jected to examination as regards their protec- 
tion from that disease by the proper health au- 
thorities of the State in which that port lies. 

That in case any person so arriving 
shall refuse to submit to such examination, or 
upon undergoing the same shail be found not 
sufficiently protected from smali-pox, such per- 
son (and in case he or she be not sui juris, then 
also the person baving him or her under charge) 
shall be detained in quarantine until he or she 
shall bave been properly vaccinated, or shall 
have passed the period of incubation from date 
of last exposure. 

Suc. 4. That the expenses, services, and neces- 
sary charges which shall have been incurred by 
the Heatih Officer at any port of entry within 
the United States,in the vaccination, care, and 
detention of such passengers as shall

ANCE, AND YET “HATES NOTORIETY.”

Since last week 1 
have reeeived proof that my official dispatches 
from the Department, and the letters from my 
wife, even, bave been opened and “ intercepted,” 
they call it, py the Chiliaus, and—as I have rea- 
son to believe and bave tried to explain in my 
correspondence with the Department of State— 
not without the guilty knowledge of the Gov- 
ernment of Chili itself. Such conduct is against 
all international law and courtesy, and 

I AM THE LAU@HING-STOCK 
of even the people of this still smaller country 
than Chili, when the newspapers of the latter 
openly brag of the “intercepted letters. 1 
have not the right to communicate with any 
newspaper at home to cail the attention of the 
country to these insults and outrages, while 
Chilian agents at home have bad many lies 
printed about me. But I ciaim the right to ap- 
peal through you to the country, if you deem it 
necessary, that I, representing the United States 
in a foreign country, should not be insulted as 
such, nor the country through such means, by 
A MISERABLE LITTLE STATE, 

which, because it owas three ironclads, believes 
it can do 80 with impunity. If, therefore, you 
would also bave the kindness to go to the De- 
partment of State and inquire in regard to my 
reports, and why I cannot receive my malls un- 
less intercepted by Chillans, you would place me 
personally under renewed obligations, and per- 
haps have insight into matters which must in- 
terest you as a rep ntative of the people. 
You know me well enough to know that I hate 
notoriety, and under the circumstances it may

HE WILL NOW REFORM POLITICS AND RID

OIL TRANSPORTATION. 


A Rival of the Standard ou Company 
at Last Gets a Chance to Do Busi- 
ness, 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHESTER, Pa., March 7.—After much litigation 
and several severely contested fignts with that 
powerful monopoly the Standard Oil Company, 
the Tidewater Pipe-Line Company bas finally 
reached tidewater. The City Council dave 
granted the corporation the right of way 
through Chester, and the line is being rapidiy 
laid through the city. It will strike the Dela- 
ware River ata point just beyond South Ches- 
ter, where extensive oii-refining operations will 
be carried on. There are two large companies— 
the Delaware Refining and Seaboard Refining 
works—now producing refined oil to a large ex- 
tent, and the manufacture of petroleum prod- 
ucts Will be considerably increased as soon as 
the projected establishments get into success- 
ful operation. It is expected that the line will 
be completed from Williamsport (to which point 
the line has already beea constructed from the 
petroleum-producing centres) to tidewater 
at South Chester in about three months, The 
officers of the Tidewater Pipe-Line Company 
say that they bave no further apprehension of 
interference on the part of the Standard Oil 
Company's agents. , 

Prominent oil producers and refiners who are 
antagonistic to the Standard Vil Company assert 
that there Sas been tormed a strong combina- 
tion (in which no less than eighty tirms are in- 
terested, some fifty of them being leading re- 
finers) to renew hostilities against the Stand- 
ard’s monopolizing operations. A great many 
New York operators are bitterly opposed to the 
despotic course of the monopoly, and are earn- 
estly at work organi7ing an association to pro- 
tect their interests. Several well-known and 
wealthy gentlemen of Cattaraugus and Alilie- 
gheny Counties, New York, are prominently 
identified with the scheme. The project is 
backed with ample wenns and resources, 
especially in the way of producing and transpor- 
tation facilities, and it is thought the enterprise 
will be successful from the start.

Lee in regard to the damage and suffering 
caused by the floods in Mississippi. The over- 
flow is the most disastrous aud widespread that 
ever occurred, and the resulting destruction is 
correspondingly gréat. The very lowest esti- 
mate of destitution is placed at 18.000 persons. 
Many residents of the back counties have taken 
refuge in the hills to the east, and their imme- 
diate wants are provided for througu local aid. 
From Tuaiea County to Greenville the people 
are compelled to take refuge in such buildings 
as are lett standing on the levees. 
IN MOST CASES 
the only means of communication is by skiffs. 
With 100,000 rations already sent, 50,000 now on 
the way from St. Louis, and with the local aid 
furnished by Mississippi, the dest ituuon in the 
district can be provided for until the 20th inst. 
Everything shows chat the destitute must be 
geared for at least thirty days from date, which 
will require additional twenty days’ rations for 
18,000 persons, making a total of 360,000 rations. 
Many planters say it will de five or six weeks 
before any work can be done in the overflowed 
district. Others say not before the Ist of May, 
but, just as soon as work can be commenced, I 
would advise the issue of rauons to cease.

A Bad Break in the Levee in Loutsiana.

New Onveans, La., March 4.—Last night oc- 
curred the most serious crevasse of the season 
in Lovisiana—in fact, the only one so far in- 
volving great consequences. The Point Coupee 
levee broke, and a yolume of water is now run- 
ning through a gap 300 feet wide and twelve to 
fifteen feet deep. A large force of men was put 
to work from all the surrounding country, but 
without avail, and the gap is rapidly widen- 
ing. The break is in the right bank of the 
river, in the bend opposit Bayou Sara. 
The water will at nce cover the rich 
and thickly settled country around False 
River and Grand Lake, in Point Coupee. it will 
also invade West Baton Rouge, Iberville, St. 
Martin, Iberia, and Terrebonne Parishes. A 
‘country that produces 10,000 hogsheads of sugar 
will be covered by this flood at the lowest cal- 
culation, and 

THE DAMAGE MAY BE MUCH GREATER. 
It will undoubtedly affect the railways crossing 
the State, and sbortly interrupt travel on the 
New Orieans & Houston and the New Orteaus & 
Baton Rouge Road. The breaking of no 
single levee in the State could do more 
damage. The levee at Alexandria broke 
early this morning, but quick work of 
several hundred people repaired the damage, 
though more trouble is anticipated. The water

Tux shipments of gold from New York to 
Europe last week were $2,285,000, It is aot 
impossible, says a New York paper, that as 
much money may go abroad within the next 
few weeks as will come out of the Treasury 
in redemption of bonds. ‘The imports of 
foreign merchandise continue large. During 
the last five weeks, at New York alone, they 
have amounted to $50,205,891 against $39, 1.

THERE are some curious facts connectod 
with the publication of the Garfield-Rose- 
crans letter that should be borne in mind. 
The letter first saw the light in the New York 
Sun. The editor of the Sun is a warm 
personal friend of Conkling. A brother of 
the ex-Senator is a stockholder in the paper, 
and it has uniformly defended the conduct 
of the Superb Roscoe, The letter was ad- 
dressed to Gov. Chase. It was preserved 
among his papers, and those papers were ia- 
herited by his daughter, Kate Chase Sprague. 
Now, by what means did the letter find its 
way into the columns of the New York Sun? 
The merits of the controversy aroused by 
the letter need not be here and now entered 
into, but the manner of its publication would 
seem to show that a deliberate attempt has 
been made to blacken the memory of Garfield 
and discredit Garfieldism. Hence it is 
important to know how that publication wus 
procured. The defense made of the lettur 
by Garfield’s friends in Washington is, that 
the facts set forth were true; that the letter 
was confidential, and addressed to a per- 
sonal friend; that it made no appeal to any- 
body in authority over Gen. Rosecrans, but 
was precisely such a letter as thousands of 
army officers were constantly writing home 
to their frierfs under the seal of strict priva- 
ey. These defenders of Gartfield’s memory 
assert that itis an annoying thing to charge 
want of patriotism upon him for writing 
what seems on its face to be a patriotic le- 
ter. But we do not care at present to enter 
into a discussion of these matters. It is sut 
ficient to notice that the manner of the publi- 
cation of the letter subjects it to the suspi- 
cion of having been aimed at the memory of 
a dead man by a malignant personal enemy. 


THE CHINESE BILL PASSED BY THE 
SENATE. 

The biil te suspend Chinese immigration 
was passed b&the National Senate yesterday. 
The vote was 2 to 15. Eight Republican 
Senators voted for the bill. They were 
Cameron and Sawyer of Wisconsin, Hale of 
Maine, Hill and Teller of Colorado, Jones of 
Nevada, Miller of California, and Miller of 
New York. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, was 
absent and not paired. All the negative 
votes were cast by Republicans, and al! the 
Democrats who voted at all were recorded 
in the affirmative. 

The Democrats will endeavor to make 
party capital out of their vote, but it pos- 
sesses no such significance. Many of the 
Republican Senators who voted against the 
bill did so, as they themselves apnounced, 
because they regarded some of its provisions 
as harsh and in contravention of the letter if 
not the spirit of the treaty. The amendment 
excluding the Chinese now in this country 
from naturalization was objectionable to these 
Senators, and the clause fixing the period of 
suspension at twenty years was positively 
offensive. A number of Republican Senators 
declared their readiness to vote for the bill if 
the latter clause were modified and the 
period fixed at ten instead of twenty years. 
Among those who spoke to this effect were 
Edmunds and Morrill of Vermont, Sherman 
of Ohio, MeDill of Iowa, and Ingalls of Kan- 
sas, and there were others of the same way 
of thinking. Probably not more than eight 
Senators in a full Senate would have vote 
against the bill if the ten-year clause had 


been inserted in it. 


The objection to the twenty-year period is 
founded on the following clause in the 
Angell treaty: 

Tne Government of China agree that the Gov- 
erament of the United States may regulate, 
limit, or suspend such coming or residence, but 
may not absulutey prohibit i. 

The language of the bill to enforce the 
provisions of the treaty is as follows: 


That, from and after the expiration of ninety 
days next after the passage of tbis act, and unti! 
the expiration of twenty years next after thu 
— 1 e ot this act, the commg of Chinese la- 

rs to the Cnited States be and the same 
bereby is suspended 


Senator Ingalls, and other Republicans who 
followed him in advocating the ten-year 
period, contended that the aboveclause was in 
conflict with the spirit of the treaty. But, if is 
is so, the conflict would not be wholly re- 
moved by substituting ten for twenty years. 
The difference between suspension and pro- 
hibition is not precisely definable—a suspen- 
sion of ten years followed by another and 
another of the same period might amount to 
prohibition, and a prohibition of twenty years. 
if not extended beyond that time, might be 
regarded 4s a suspension within the meaning 
of the treaty. Against the position of Ingalls 
and Edmunds, the Senators from the Pacific 
Coast argued with great force that 
ten years would not be a sufficient 
period in which to give the law a fair 
trial. In a very few years the agitation to 
procure an extension of the treaty would be- 
gin again. The subject would not be taken 
out of politics. It would harass and annoy 
the people not only of California und the 
Pacific Slope, but of all the United States. Is 
ten years it would be impossible to deter- 
mine whether the 105,000 Chinese already in 
this country are capable of assimilation or 
not. But if in that time the people of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, and Oregon should change 
their minds and decide that they want more 
Chinese for any purpose it would be possible 
to repeal the bill, though it might not be so 
easy to extend the period, 

Spite of the negative votes of Edmunds, 
Ingalls, and others, the bill goes to the House 
with a vote of two to one in its favor.

Chinese ‘immigration should be stopped, as 
wise legislators generaily now believe -it is, 
the law to this end should be adequate, even 
to the point of severity. It will not be al- 
leged, even by the people of San Francisco, 
that the present bill is a milk-and-water 
measure. It lays the ax to the root of the 
tree. Sec. 1 “suspends” the coming of 
Chinese laborers: to the Uni States for 
twenty years. Sec. 2 provides fine and im- 
prisonment for the master of a vessel who 
shall bring such laborers. Sec. 3 exempts 
the Chinese already in the United States, 
and Sec. 4 requires them to register if 
they desire to leave the country at 
any time and reuter. Secs. 5, 6, and 
8 establish a system of registration for 
privileged classes of Chinese entitled to 
travel in this country. Secs. 9 and 10 
regulate the landing of Chinese passengers 
having passports. Sec. 11 forfeits the vessel 
of a master knowingly violating the provis- 
ions of the act. Other sections prescribe the 
duties of Consular officers, fix the penalties of 
persons aiding in the unlawful landing of 
Chinese, dr the entry of Chinese by a land 
route into the United States, and prohibit 
such coming by land. Diplomatic officers of 
China are excluded f the requirements 
ot the act concerning passports, and, by u 
rider, the naturalization of all Chinese is 
prohibited. 

This isan ironclad law. It ought to sat- 
isfy even the exacting demands of the gentle- 
man from Calfornia, and take this trouble- 
some Chinese question out of politics fur a 


while. 
THE EUROPEAN WAR FLURBRY. 

There is another flurry of war rumors from 
Europe which has occasioned a sudden fall 
in European securities on the London Stock 
Exchange. There are reports printed in the 
London Tunes to the effect that Kussia and 
Austria are about calling out their reserves, 
and it is also stated, though not authorita- 
tively, that Russia has plainly refused to ren- 
der to Germany any satisfactory answer in 
relation to the recent hot-blooded and belli- 
cose speech which Gen. Skobeleff made to 
the Servian students in Paris. 

All this may be true, and some day there 
probably will be a bloody war between the 
Slavs and Teutons, but when that war comes 
it wilt not be likely to originate from senti- 
mental grounds or from the hot and intem- 
perate speeches of a dashing warrior while 
in his cups, as the hero of Plevna is shown 
to have been. If hot-headed speeches from 
soldiers off duty were causes of war, the 
world would be in continual strife. Weare 
therefore inclined to believe that the war- 
cloud foreseen by the newsgatherers is one 
of those mists which rise and dissipate in 
stock and trade exchanges, and entail no 
destruction except of a financial character to 
bulis and bears. Many speculators will be 
found hors de combat, but we do not fancy, 
when the cloud has passed over, that any 
battlefield will be found covered with dead 
and wounded, or that any of the vast armies, 
Slav or Teutgn, will have left their camps. 

Still there & always the possibility of a 
war between two races where no love is lost 
and where mutual hatred is very cordial, and 
in such a case some events may be very posi- 
tively stated. A war between Russia and 
Austria means a war between Russia on the 
one hand and Austria and Germany on the 
other. Turkey would go with Russia. What 
part the Danubian Principalities, pariicular- 
ly Servia, would play time alone can deter- 
mine. The latter Principality, just now 
erected into a Kingdom, would be likely to be 
the battleground of such a war. Russia's 
advance against Austria would have to be 
made across Servian territory, with or with- 
out her consent, andws Austria controls the 


in that quarter. If France entered the field at 
all it would bein alliance with Russia, not 
from any sentimental sympathy with 
the Slav, but from hatred of the Teuton, 
growing out of past discomfitures, but, even 
with this powerful motive urging her on, she 
would be careful not to make the venture 
unless she felt herself strong enough to 
crush Germany. England and Italy, Having 
nothing at stake, would probably remain 
neutral. Such a war would be one of the 
niost stubborn and desperate ever waged in 
Europe, but there are two very good reasons 
which operate against the probability of 
such a struggle, at che present time at least. 
Russia is not prepared for war in her present 
condition of almost hopeless insolvency, dis- 
ordered finances, distracted governmental 
administration, and internal disorders. Her 
Government now only maintains its power 
through the army against enemies within, 
who hate it more intensely than any enemy 
without. Such a war would call for 
her entire army and leave a powerful 
army in the rear, recruited from the 
ranks of Nihilism and a persecuted people. 
- A still stronger reason to suppose that Rus- 
sia will not make war against Austria and 
Germany is to be found in the proceedings of 
the Berlin Congress. Austria occupies the 
Slavie provinces of Herzegovina and Bosnia 
with the consent not only of the other Euro- 
pean Powers, but also with that of Russia 
herself. No conditions were imposed upon 
her occupation; no limit was assigned to it, 
and it was known to and understood by Rus- 
sia that the Austrian occupation was tanta 
mount to annexation, and that she went into 
these provinees as the first step towards her 
speedy advance to Salonica, as her 
natural commercial outlet. Skobeleff may 
sympathize with the Slavs in their 
uprising against Austrian domination, but 
his sympathy cannot be made a cause of war 
by Russia, who gave her consent to the dom- 
ination. Austria will never leave these 
provinces until she is forced out, but it 
would hardly be consistent for a Power 
which consented to her going in to demand 
that she shall withdraw. It there is to be 
war, it will not be fought upon sentimental 
grounds, and sentiment is the only cause 
which yet clearly appears. It is much more 
likely that the speculative sentiments of the 
bourses are at the bottom of the flurry.

as dy a: AND THE TIONAL BOARD 

OF HEAL 

People will soon begin to make diligent 
inquiry what use the National Board of 
Health serves except that of drawing salaries 
out of the United States Treasury for a dozen 
incompetents. Dr. De Wolf has brought to 
the attention of this board the alarming 
spread throughout the country of an infec- 
tious disease imported from Europe, which 
in certain localities has assumed something 
like the form of an epidemic, and has asked 
the board to gxercise its authority to prevent 
further introduction thereof through the 
United States ports. Information from 
Washington indicates that Dr. De Wolt's 
complaint has been listened to with apparent 
indifference, and that the National Board, in 
a stolid and old-fogy way described as con- 
servative,” is of the opinion that it has no 
authority to act. Then what in the name 
of common sense is the National Board 
of Health good for? If the law does not 
enable that board io exercise its powers over 
quarantine at New York and other seaport 
cities where emigrants land, and in such 
manner as to prevent a single case of small- 
pox or the germs of that disease being 
brought on land, then the law may as well 
be repealed and the Government saved the 
needless expense of supporting a National 
Board of Health. If the law is ample in its 
scope and confers the necessary authority 
upon the National Board of Health, which 
the present members of that board are un- 
willing to exercise because it will put them 
to too much trouble, then the present board 
should be ousted without ceremony and men 
of more energy appointed in their place. 

The trouble about the National Board of 
Health is, that it is a Washington institution, 
and has settled down into the sleepy indiffer- 
ence of all the chronie officeholders of the 
Capital. A majority of the board reside in 
Washington or within the radius of Wash- 
ington influences. The President of the 


‘board is Dr. Cabell, President of the Univer- 


sity of Virginia; the Vice-President is an 
army surgeon, and the Secretary a navy sur- 
geon. Four others of the board are Wash- 
ington men and twoof them officeholders 
outside the board. In addition to these the 
South has two members—one a New Orleans 
physician and the other a Memphis physician. 
All the rest of the country is repre- 
sented by a small minority of three 
physicians—Dr. Johnson of Chicago, Dr. 
Foisom of Boston, and Dr. Stephen Smith of 
New York. The board seems to be impressed 
with an idea that it it has any mission or 
any power whatever it is to arrest the im- 
portation or spread of yellow-fever, and we 
presume any other form of plague might 
devastate the whole country without arous- 
ing this Washington board from its aceus- 
tomed lethargy. It is due to Dr. Johnson, 
of this city, to say that he has not been pres- 
ent at the meetings of the board since the 
small-pox scourge has been brought before 
it; but that is probably true also of the other 
non-resident members, and confirms the 
theory that the board ig simply a Washing- 
ton institution which cannot in any case of 
emergency be trusted to take any interest 
or pay any attention to sanitary conditions 
outside the District of Columbia. 

What Dr. De Wolf asks is entirely proper 
ami reasonable. His experience as Health 
Officer of Chicago has convinced him that 
small-pox would long since have been 
stamped out here, or reduced to the sporadic 
cases to which every community is liable 
until vaceination shall become absolutely 
universal, if it were not for the continuous 
contribution of new seeds for the propaga- 
tion of the disease which are brought with 


| the foreign immigrants shipped West direct- 


ly on their landing at New York. Many of 
these immigrants come from foreign locali- 
ties where vaccination is regarded with igno- 
rant and superstitious opposition. Dr. De 
Wolf has importuned the New York author- 
ities in vain to take the proper precautions at 
quarantine in order to prevent the dissemi- 
nation of the disease throughout the West; 
but the New York authorities prefer not to 
interfere with the business of the steam- 
ships and the large class who live in 
ohe way and another upon the immigrants, 
and have consequently refused to change 
their quarantine rules. Now, Dr. De Wolf 
asks that the National Board of Health re- 
quire that immigrants who cannot show a 
certificate of recent vaccination shall be vac- 
cinated in quarantine, and detained there 
until the officers in charge are satisfied that 
they cannot communicate the disease, If 
the National Board of Health has not the 
authority to order and enforce such a rule, 


‘ then it may better close its doors and go out 


of business. The West has as much claim 
upon the Government for protection against 
the importation of small-pox from Europe as 
thé South has for protection against the im- 
portanon of yellow-fever from the West In- 
diés. It is true that Congress may pass 
a law requiring that steamships bringing 
emigrants from Europe shall exact from 
each a certificate of recent vaccina- 
tion, or in default thereof shall be 
detained in quarantine at the port of entry 
fourteen days, or long enough to success- 
fully vaccinate all on board. Such a law 
ought to be passed without delay, but in the 
meantime the National Board of Health 
should use its authority to provide immedi- 
ate protection. It it fail to do this, either by 
reason of an inefficient law or because of the 
ignorance and indifference of the men who 
compose it, it should be abolished as a fraud 
which merely inspires a false sense of se- 
curity. 

THE New York Tribune aspires to become 
a sort of Bunthorne esthete among newspa- 
pers. Western journalism is obnoxious, and 
Chicago papers come in for its special aver- 
sion. The papers there,“ it says, are big, 
and there Is everything in them—except edit- 
ing“ By “editing” the New York Hun- 
thorne means pruning down, cutting out, and 
omitting. Its whole force of able editors, 
including the powerful mind at its head, de- 
vote their energies to go to press without 
the news, and what they cannot eliminate 
they reduce to marrowless scraps.

It 
needs the boundless prairie to unfold itself 
upon.”. Well, yes. “ No pent-up Utica [like 
Manhattan Island] contracts our powers; 
the whole boundless continent is ours.“

York Tribune, printed in the self-styled 
“ Metropolis,” cripples. along with eight 
pages (half of that space being devoted to 
ads“) by ignoring the news.

THE TARIFF-COMMISSION BILL. 

The bill for the creation of a Tariff Com- 
mission of experts occupies a curious posi- 
tion in the House of Representatives. When 
it was brought before the House sitting as a 
Committee of the Whole the other day, the 
point was made that it was nota bill raising 
revenue, and therefore not entitled to pre- 
cedence under the rules. It is almost im- 
possible to conceive, but nevertheless a fact, 
that Mr. Robinson, of Massachusetts, who 
temporarily occupied thé chair, ruled that 
it was not a bill relating to the revenue, and 
hence it was relegated to the piace it holds 
on the calendar, where it lies buried under 
sixty other bills which precede it. This rul- 
ing can be justified oniy on the theory that 
the purpose of a tariff is primarily to pro- 
tect home manufacturers, and that reve- 
nue is only a possible incident to the 
system. That was the ground taken by Con- 
gressman McKinley, of Ohio, in the More- 
Tariff’ Convention which was held in Chi- 
cago, but it was not expected that it would 
be seriously entertained in the halls of Con- 
gress. The idea that customs duties levying 
from 50 to 200 per cent tax on the importa- 
tion of foreign goods have nothing to do 
with the revenues of the Government is ob- 
noxious to common sense, and could only be 
adopted by a faction for a temporary pur- 
pose. The purpose in this case is te avoid, 
if possible, a general debate and the consid- 
eration of amendments to the Commission 
bill as it stands. The advocates of the bill 
find themselves in a dilema. If the measure 
be treated as one without relation to the reve- 
nues, it will not be possible to reach it this 
session; if it be admitted as affecting 
the revenues, the Democrats will offer a 
number of amendments which are likely to 
attract popular approval. They will pro- 
pose (1) that the commission be made up of 
nine members of the House instead of out- 
side experts; or (2) that it shall provide for 
a joint commission of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives; or (3) that pending the report of 
the commission of experts no duties exceed- 
ing 50 per cent ad valorem shall be exacted, 
The country as a whole will be inclined to 
regard this last proposition as fair and rea- 
sonable, and the Republicans will be placed 
in an awkward position if they shall find it 
necessary to antagonize it in order to save 
the experts. The tax-réformers in Congress 
contend that the commission plan, as how 
presented, is a sham, inasmuch as it makes 
a pretense of reform, whereas the intention 
is to confirm and even increase the present 
rate of duties. The scheme is in such a 
shape that it will be for the interests of the 
country to have it broadly discussed as a 
revenue measure, which it undoubtedly is. 
THE CARPET WOOL TARIFF SWINDLE. 

The most clamorous, and persistent, and 
intolerant beggars for more protection“ 
are the American manufacturers of carpets. 
They boast vehemently of the immense bene- 
fit of protection to American labor, and es- 
pecial® of the tariff on wool. Never was a 
tariff more infamously arranged than this 
tariff on wool, and the carpet manufacturers 
may well boast of the successful fraud by 
which they have duped the wool-growers of 
this coustry into the scheme of protection. 
The Bulletin of the National wool manu- 
facturers of Boston publishes the complete 
returns of the wool manufacturers’ business 
during the year covered by the census. To 
that part relating to the carpet business we 
invite the attention of the wool-growers of 
the West who are so grossly swindled by the 
wool tariff. The particulars are as follows: 
There are 199 establishments making carpets, 
employing 285 sets of cards, 155 combing ma- 
chines, and having $29,500,000 alieged capital 
(including watered stock) invested. The 
materials used by these carpetmaking es- 
tablishments were as follows: 


Foreign wool, pounds. 
Atherican wool, n 


Shoddy, pounds. ‘ 
Cotton warp, unds... 
Value of products 


The American wool-grower will look in 
vain at this report of the materials used by 
these protected carpetmakers for that con- 
sumption of American wool in the manu- 
facture of American carpets in consideration 
of which the American wool-growers gave 
their consent to the enormous taxes imposed 
on carpets. Out of 42,000,000 pounds of ma- 
terial purchased by American carpet manu- 
facturers, they purchased only 2,000,000 
pounds of American wool! Now look at the 
tariff on carpets, levied under the pretext of 
“protecting American industry” and pro- 
moting the growth of American wool “: 
Brusséls carpéts, 68 per cent tax on buyers; 
Brussels tapestry, 7 per cent; printed or 
colored druggets and backings, 96 per cent 
tax; patent velvet and tapestry, printed, 67 
per cent tax; three-ply, ingrain, and Vene- 
tian, 52 per cent tax; two-ply, 51 per cent 
tax on the purchasers of these fabrics. These 
are the carpets with which 98 per cent of the 
people of this country age supplied, and which 
are used in this country, and these are the 
kinds of carpets manufactured in this coun- 
try. In consideration of these manufacturers 
furnishing a market for American wool, 
they are, by the tariff, autherized to levy 
and collect a tax on all the carpets purchased 
by American consumers, and this tax ranges 
from 51 te 96 per cent. 

Not content with swindling the American 
wool-growers by the tariff on carpets, the 
cheating extends to the wool which they do 
use in making their carpets. The tariff on 
imported wools—that is, — 2 


‘ wools—ranges from 12 cents per poun 


10 per cent ad valorem additional to 30 
cents per pound and 38 per cent ad valorem 
additional, or from 45 to 76 per cent of their 
value, These high duties upon wools not im- 
ported were placed there as biinds to deceive 
the American wool-grower under the pretense 
of protecting his wool against foreign com- 
petition. But when the American industry 
engaged in making carpets came to that part 
of the tariff taxing carpet wools, they put the 
duty at the insignificant price of three cents

Sr. Pererssure, March 9,—Gen. Skopveleff 
called upon Ignatiff, and said that when he 
addressed the Servian students in Paris he 
was not aware he was furthering a news- 
paper sensation, prepared by the chief editor 
of La France, Camille Farcy, whom he had 
known of old. The address of the Servian 
students was due, if: not to the pen, at 
least tothe collaboration of Farcy.

WATER AND SEWERAGE. 


A Man Who Thinks the Lake Water Is 
Belug. Reeklessiy Wasted. 
Th Editor of The Vhicago Tribune. 

OHICAGO., March 7.—While so much is being 
said and written regarding the city water sup- 
ply and sewerage, almost entirely in the interest 
of those whose paims are itching to bave the 
handimg of large sums of money, and either 
mortgage the city tor its payment or nearly 
double the present high rate ot taxes, it may be 
well to cali attention to the other side of the 
question, in hopes that others more competent 
to do it full justice will give it the ventilation it 
so much needs. 

As the city water-supply must come from 
Lake Michigun, it seems passing strange that 
any Sane man Can Seriously propose to continue 
the discharge of the aity sewage into the lake; 
for any one that has given the subject any 
thought, or that has even casually observed the 
water as delivered from the city hydrants, 
knows that for a large part of the year it is pol- 
luted by sewage, and that it is much worse than 
it was before the Fullertop avenue conduit was 
put into operation. The city some years ago 
expended some three millions of money (after- 


ward assumed by the State) to open a channel 
for the water of the Chicago River down the 
canal and Illinois River, and the argument 
now be raised that we cannot use that 
outlet because Joliet, Morris, and Ottawa object 
is fully answered by the fact that all of their 
cities use the same channel to dispose of their 
sewage, and Chicago is only following their ex- 
ample. And if we happen to have a somewhat 
larger supply than they do it does not alter the 
principie, and so long as they send their sewage 
down the river they bave no ht to object to 
Chicago ee ba same thing. But Chicago bas 
no more rig water erent of 


water for 
the city supply the constant discharge 
of the increasing amount of sewage into the 
lake would soon 80 contaminate the water near 
the shore that it would not be fit for bathing 
purposes. One-half of the cost of that public 
nuisance, the Fullerton avenue conduit, would 
have erected pumping- works at Bridgeport that 
would dispose of all the sewage, and with it send 


down this canal a suppty of lake water sufficient 


to remove ali obj on to that disposition of it. 
Our voters and taxpayers can yet decide wheth- 
er we shal’ have good sewerage and their fami- 
lies be supplied with pure water or with diluted 
sowagae us We NOW are. 

The present means for su ying the city with 
water are ample if the use of the water was con- 
fired to legitimate purposes, But the authori- 
Wes in charge, instead of doing what is clearly 
their first obligation, and giving us a supply for 
our legitimate bousehoid wants, are gelling large 
quantities to drive elevators and other machin- 
ety that is entirely outside of the duties of a city 
government, and are doing 80 to the direct in- 
jury of a large majority of those who pay their 
regular water 1 * get but a. meagre supply, 
and frequently days at a time none at all. 

The city bas no more right to furnish power 
to run an elevator than it hasto run a sawmill 


4 orareaperfuctory; and those who pay their 


regular water tax and see the water they pay 
for taken from the street mains to drive ele- 
votors or other machinery have the undoubted 
right to ask, and our courts would grant, an in- 
junction to prevent the city authorities from 80 
abusing their trust. If the voters and taxpayers 
will give this question a little thought and exer- 
cise one half of the common sense that they do 
in their own business, they wili not be influenced 
by the “tax eaters” to mortgage posterity for 
$10,000,000, or any other sum, or authorize the 
collection of any materially largersum by tax- 
anon than is now poins paid. i 

The provision of the State Constitution limit- 
ing municipal indebtednessis as it sbouid be, 
but if broken dow: who can foresee the result? 
Our present good credit is igrgely based on the 
fact that we cannot increase the city debt, and 
it is not safe to remove the barrier. A few active 
members of the Citizens’ Association may en- 
deavor to force this scheme through, and the 
Chairman of their committee of 100 may rule 
that the merits of the question referred to them 
cannot be discussed, but unless I am much mis- 
taken as tothe quality ot the timber of which 
that is made, they cannot be used to carry it 
through, and those of the committee who are 
opposed to it ought in some way let their views 
be known, and not virtually indorse it by their 
silence.

Mr. Radish Thinks the Sinking of Arte- 
sian Welis a Good Scheme. 
To the Bditor af The Uhicago Tribune. 

CuIcAGo, March 9.—Permit me to add a few 
words to your most valuable suggestions in re- 
gard to discharging the sewage by means of the 
stolen canal. 

A loud protest will always be made against the 
discharge of our sewage into the lilinois River, 
on the ground of giving offense to the smelling 
organs of our rustic neighbors dwelling along 
the canal. How sballow such an objection 
against the most needful improvement would 
be I will try to illustrate by facts. 

Before the opening of the Fullerton avenue 
conduit the stench of our river was most of- 
fensive and often unbearable. There is hardly 
apy smell from the river now. At the com- 
mencement of the work of pumping the water 
from the North Branch into the lake the latter 
emitted at times a most unpleasant odor, and 
made many visitors to Lincoln Park growl and 
swear. The discharge from the North Branch 
marked its course in the lake by a biack ribbon 
with which the pure lake water refused ac- 

Uaintance. and the dark mass traveied alone as 

arasthe eye could see. The smell is no more 
to be felt, and the biack ribbon is no more visi- 
bie, and if the pumps at the river end of the 
Fullerton avenue conduit were kept constantly 
at work there would be no more complaint 
about the pollution of ovr drinking-water. as 
the sewage entermg the lake would be disin- 
fected entirely by the chemical agency of our 
lake water long before it could come in contact 
with the water at the crib. The amount of 
sewage furnished coustantly and pumping into 
the lake without interinission, would ip propor- 
tion to the volume of water between the shore 
and the crib be of suck small amount that the 
analysis of our drinking water would satisfy 
every clear mind that the defaming of our city 
on the ground of impure drinking water is an 
outrage and should be marked as such. 

The canal as it ougut to be, and the Fullerton 
avenue conduit as it is, are such powerful con- 
ductors that if properly used they will for many 
years supply the city’s wants and make the ex- 

nditure of several millions unnecessary, at 
east for the present. ‘There is another way 
and a most pleasant one te Rome. The 
boring of artesian wells in Obicago is 
a success; the water is pure and wholesome. 
The sinking of an artesian well costs less than 
$5,000. The city could well appropriate $100,000 
tor twenty artesian wells in prominent locali- 
ties; the peopie would appreciate the biessing. 
Owners of one or two blocks would join to- 
rin boring artesian welis, and in a short 
time a water famine in Chicago would be out of 
the question; the sewers would be flooded at al! 
times, the health of the city would be promoted 
to > quan degree, and an immense outlay 
avoi . 


I venture to say that a million dollars paid for, 
artesian wells would prove an excellent invest-— 


ment. To avoid hasty actions and bad invest- 
ments the citizens ought to meet often (say 
ence a week) to discuss this most important 
question of water and sewerage, and adopt such 
measures as could be indorsed by honesty and 
common sense.

DIFFERENTIAL RATES, 
ARGUMENTS FOR THEIR ABROGATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago . . 

New York, March 9.— The Advisory Commis- 
sion of the trunk-jine railroads today heard the 
argument of the Chamber of Commerce, which 
was prepared by a committee composed of 
George W. Lane, William H. Fogg, Buwsene 
Kelly, Solon Humphreys, Charles 8. Smith, Jack- 
son S. Schultz, Francis B. Thurber, Benjamin B. 
Sherman, Benjamin G. Arnold, and Charies C. 
Dodge. There were present beside the commit- 
tee the Hon. Thomas C. Acton, James M. Brown, 
aad John T. Terry. The argument was read by 
Mr. Charles S. Smith. In the course of the paper 
it was set forth that the Chamber of Com- 
merce assumed that the commission would 
concede that, if the greater distance was coun- 
terbalanced by other elements favorable to New 
York City which entered into the cost and con- 
ditions of the service, then justice required 

that 
DISCRIMINATIONS HERETOFORE AND NOW 
EXISTING AGAINST NEW YORK, 
as compared with other seaboard cities, should 
cease. Noone would deny that nature had en- 
dowed New York City with a harbor which had 
no equal upon the Atlantic coast. It was equai- 
ly true that the geographical and natural ad- 
vantages of New York should not be hampered 
by arbitrary or unjust retrictions on 
the part of the railroads, which tend- 
ed to direct New York's commerce to less 
favored ports. No fault was found because 
Boston had the same rate as New York City, but 
it was asserted by Mr. Smith that New York was 
equitably entitied to as iow if not a lower rate 
than any other seaboard city, because of its ex- 
cessive volume of business. Every railroad ex- 
pert knew that volume of business determined 
the cost and value of railroad transportation on 
a long continuous haul far more than distance. 
Tables were submitted to show the amount of 
the east-bound and west-bound tonnage of the 
four Atlantic cities. From them it appeared 
that 
THE EAST-BOUND 

tonnage was nearly six times that of the west- 
bound. Of we east-bound tonnage, averaging 
per annum (according to the table) &,408,333 tons, 
the relative percentages of the four Atlantie 
cities were for the periods of time named: New 
York, % per cent; Boston, 214%; Philadelphia, 
17%; Baltimore, 17%. The relative cost and 
profits of this traffic were largely determined by 
the question as to how many cars required to 
convey this immense traffic to the seaboard 
must return empty or partially so. The west- 
bound table showed that the relative per- 
centage of freight furnished to fill the 
cars upon their return to the West was 
as follows: New York 66 per cent, Boston 17, 
Philadelphia 15, and Baltimore 12. Thus it ap- 
peared, Mr. Smith said, that the cities furnish- 
ing 73 per cent of the west-bound freight were 

CHARGED WITH DISCRIMINATING RATES 
as against other seaboard cities which furnished 
only 27 per cent. The flagrant injustice of a 
differentiui rate on both east and west bound 
freight against New York and Boston was thus 
fully demonstrated without further comment. 
The actual cost of moving freight, Mr. Smith 
said, was a secret which had been most zealously 
guarded by the railroads. The rate per ton per 
mile sometimes given to the public was of littie 
value for comparison, because thé methods of 
making up such costs varied with all corpora- 
tions. It was claimed, however, by a high official 
connected with the only railroad terminating on 
this island, that hia line could, distance not- 
withstanding, bring freight to the terminus of 
his road as cheaply or cheaper than the same 
service could be performed by other trunk-lines 
to the competing seaboard cities. Considering 


THE PRESENT SITUATION 
as it atfected the export trade in produce, the 
cost to the shipper to foreign markets was the 
inland freight plus the ocean rate, whatever the 
latter might be. It was true that New York, on 
account of ber large foreign commerce, at- 
tracted steamers and offered special advantages, 
by reason of furnishing them a cargo both ways, 
and consequently the rate by steamer was gen- 
erally lower via New York, but the average 
rates by sail did not differ materially from those 
in Philadelphia ana Baltimore. A table sub- 
mitted by Mr. Smith showed that average 
ocean rates, steam and sail, per 100 pounds, 
in 1880 were: From New York, $22.81; from 
Philadelphia, $23.79; irom Baltimore, $24.71. 
Thus ocean differences in favor of New York 
were largely offset by the ihcreased cha for 
terminal facilities,such as dock-dues, iighterage 
in the harbor of New York, and by a larger bur- 
den of municipal and State taxes. 
AN EXTENDED CONVERSATION 

took piace after the presentation of the argu- 
ment. In response to the questions of Mr. 
Thurman, the Chairmain of the com- 
missidh, Mr. Smith said the city which 
had controlled the commerce of thr, United 
States controlled the commerce of 60,000,000 
people. It was not right for Western producers 
to be told that they must ship to Baltimore or 
Philadelphia, and if they shipped to New York 
they would be compelied te pey for the privi- 
lege.

COMMISSIONER FINK. 
OPINIONS DOUBTLESS INTENDED TO HAVE AN 
EFFECT ON THE ADVISORY COMMISSION, 
apectar Dispatch to The Chicago Tridbwiic. 

New York, March 9.—Since last December 
Pooi-Commissioner Aibert Fink has been en- 
gaged in compiling a report to Presidents of 
the trunk lines on the adjust t of transporta- 
tion rates to the seaboard cities. This report 
was made public today. It is long, and, like ali 
of Mr. Fiok’s efforts, exhaustive of the subje@. 
He gives a history of the past adjustment of 
rates and adoption of differential scheauies in 
favor of Baltimore and Philadelphia, as against 
New York, and says: “ As the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore & Onio Roads will not admit that the 
rates to New York should not be the 
same as to Baltimore and Philadelphis, 
the question arises, What is a proper and equa- 
bie adjustment of rates? Taking all things into 
consideration, an agreement on relative trans- 
portation rates is necessary to avoid costly 
wars.” A war such as raged last year costs the 
railroads east of the Mississippi, which are rep- 
resented in the Joint Executive Committee, and 
of which Commissioner. Fink is Chairman, at the 
rate of at from $24,000,000 to $3,000,000 a year. 
This, Commissioner Fink says, is the difference 
between the just and reasonabie compensation 
to which the companies are entitied and the 
actual compensation which they receive. 

DURING THE LAST WAR 
the Central gained in business 1.1 per cent, the 
Erie 1.1 per cent, the Pennsyivania 0.5 per cent, 
and the Baltimore & Ohio lost 2.7. The loss of 
the Baltimore & Ohio was due to the failure ot 
the grain crop especially tributary to the road, 
and the policy of the company not to carry 
freight at a loss.

Commissioner Fink says: “ Distribute the traffic 
at its source, and then let it take its natural 
course to the seaboard, uninfluenced by arbi- 
trary rates. In the adjustment of rates so 
as not to interfere with the naturai distribution 
of traffic, the most powerful factor is competi- 
tion, The pro rata principie, correct as it is, 
cannot be applied to all cases, but if there was 
no competition forthe export trade it would 
work satisfactorily. The trunk line agreement 
of December, 1876, for through European trade 
recognizes 
THE TRUE PRINCIPLES. 
The agreement says that freight shipped .to 
Europe on through bills of lading should go at 
the game rates by all ports, and when shipped 
to the seaboard cities for export after- 
ward should be competitive. On bust 
ness fof home consumption, differential 
rates might exist.” The mutability of the 
ocean rates and their interference witha tixed 
tariff is spoken of, and it is said that it is rea- 
sonable to expect that these will always be 
greater from Baltimore and Philadelphia than 
from New York. Any attempt of the railroads 
to interfere with the free competition of ocean 
carriers would result in greater evils than they 
seek to remedy, and the difficulties with dealing 
with export byuginess under domestic bills of 
lading is equally great. The effect of the com- 
petition between grain markets upon the rela- 
tive adjustment of rail rates further complicates 
matters. 
IN CONCLUSION, 

Commissioner Fink says: “ The-lowest through 
rate established by any one competing route es- 
tablishes the through rates by all others, regarc- 
less of distance. If it were true that grain 
could be transported from common points west 
to common points in Europe at lower total rates 
through Baitimore than through New York, as- 
suming that all routes possess the same advan- 
tages to the shipper, and that the ocean rates are 
the same from all ports, the position of the 
Baltimore and Philadelphia rdiiroads that 
they must have lower iniand rates. 
simply because their iniand routes are 
shorter, could not be maintained, no 
matter how short their rates might be. This 
general principle was fully reeogniszed in the 
convention of December, 1876, and in the agree- 
ment of Dec. 18, 1876. It is difficult to see how 
any other rute could lead to any other result 
than continual warfare between competing 
transportation lines. On the other hand, the 
New York railroads, while insisting upon the 
practical enforcement of this principle, do not 
go far enoug in its application. They intend 
to restrict it simply to the competition 
between the railroads, disregarding other 
transportation routes affecting the competition 
between the commercial communities. But if 
the New York railroads insist that the railroad 
competition alone shall be taken into account, 
the claim of the Philadelphia and Baltimore 
roads for lower transportation charges on ac- 
count of their shorter and cheaper routes to the 
ocean would thereby be justified. The principle 
of adjusting rates with a view of enabling the 


different cities to compete with each other upon 


an equal footing must either be adopted 
throughout or need not be adopted at all.” 


A DISHONEST CLERK. 
HE GETS AWAY WITH $70,000,

New York, March 9.— Wall street during the 
past few days has been filled with stories ot im- 
pending disaster.

Subjects Considered by the Wisconsin 
Legislature. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., March 9.—In the Assembly a 
joint resolution was adopted providing jor a 
joint committee of five from the Assembly and 
three from the Senate to investigate the over- 
flow of the Fox River Valley and the basin of 
Lake Winnebago, and report by bill. The Select 
Assembly Committee now investigating this 
question are continued as the Assembly mem- 
bers of the joint committee. The Seiect Com- 
mittee on Care for Chronic Insane reported a 
bill for the erection of a Western Hospital for 
the insane at some point north and westof the 
Wisconsin River, with a capacity for 280 pa- 
tients, and to cost $125,000. The bill also pro- 
vides for an addition for the Milwaukee Insane 
Hospital to accommodate 150 more patients, 
at a cost of $60,000 for the building and $10,000 
for heating ana furnishing, provided Milwaukee 
County donates fifty acres of land for the pur- 
pose. The bili also provides that the State shall 
be divided into four hospital districts—one each 
for a Northern Hospital, a State Hospital. a 
Western Hospital, and a Milwaukee Hospitul, to 
be of varying size, according to the insane 
population and capacity of the respective in- 
stitutions. The select committee on proposed 
building for the Historical Society and Supreme 
Court and State Law Library reported a substi- 
tute bill giving up the idea of a separate 
building, and providing for the erec- 
tion of two transverse fire-proof wings 
upon the State Capitol; one for the Historical 
Society, and one for the Supreme Court and Law 
l.ibrary. The joint Senate resolution providing 
for a biennial geveral election was concurred in. 
A Senate bill was concurred in providing for the 
maintenence of draw-bridges constructed over 
the line between a city and atown. At present 
culprits in Milwaukee who may be sent to State- 
Prison for two years can be imprisoned in the 
Milwaukee House of Correction. A bill passed 
this morning increasing the term to three years. 


Among other Assembly bills passed were the fol- 
lowing: To secure to children the benefits of 
élementary education; to prevent the ship- 
ment ot game out of the State; 
changing the boundaries of Oconto and 
Marinette Counties, and creating the 
County of Florence; providing life certifi- 
cates for teachers after twenty years’ expec- 
rience; providing for a State road from West- 
boro, Taylor County, through Price County, to 
Glidden, Ashiand County; for the preservation 
of fish in the Mississippi River; inco rpornting 
the City of Stoughton; authorizing an investiga- 
tion of the causes of the overfiow of the Chippe- 
wa River in Dunn County, anda preliminary sur- 
vey for the coustruction of levees, etc., and pre- 
vent the same; appropriating $2,000 to the wid- 
ow and orphans of the iate Sheriff Charles G. 
Coleman, of Pepin County, who was shot down 
by the Williams brothers in July last; ap- 
propriating $1,500 to the widow. and or- 
pbans of Sheriff James H. Baker, killed by 
desperadoes in Portage County in 1815. The 
three last bills elicited a lively debate, and only 
passed after a struggle. 

A joint Assembly resolution was adopted 
amending the State Constituuon so tha. all 
tines in the several counties shall be paid into 
the county poor funds instead of the State 
Treasury, as bow. 

Up to noon today seventy-five Assembly bills 
ba ve yet not been reported at all, forty-uve ro- 
committed are sull in the hands of 223 
making Il im all still in the bands cou mit- 
tees. There are twenty-seven Assembly bills 
on general file in the Assembly. 

Iu the Senate, the Chief Clerk reported seventy- 
three Sevate bilis yet in the hands of commit- 

s by this noou. Assembly bills were concurred 
in autborizing the Cour ty of Marathon to dis- 
pose of certain lands to a in railroad construc- 
tion; fixing the salaries of members of the Mil- 
waukee Board of Supervisors at $400 per year; 
to protect children from abuse or criminal neg- 
lect of parents or guardians. The Senate con- 
curred in the Assembiy's Fox Kiver overtiow 
resolution. The Assembly bill was killed rela- 
tive to the imprisonment and release of the 
father of a bastard child. The President au- 
nounced as the committee on the part of the 
Senate on the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers over- 
How Senators Scott, Van Scbaack. and Velaney. 

This afternoon the Committee on State ATairs 
heard argument on womap-suffrage by Mrs. 
Assemblyman Bate of Milwaukee, Mrs. Assem- 
blyman Clark of Wausau, and Mrs. Dr. Sever- 
ance of Milwaukee. The committee will meet 
tomorrow to decide whether it will present the 
bili offered by the women to the Assembly or 
not. A similar measure was killed a few even- 
ings ago in the Senate. 

This evening, in spite of a heavy snow-storm, 
there was a fair audieuce in the lobbies of the 
Assembly to listen to the advertised debate on 
capital punishment. About tweuty menibers 
had prepared elaborate speeches pro and con, 
but it was thought the audience was too small 
to get them off with effect, and the discussion 
was postponed until Wednesday evening nuxt.

LANSING, Mich., March 9.—The Senate today 
passed the General-Tax law with afew unim- 
portant amendments, and also the Supple- 
mentary-Tax bill, which provides for the per- 
petuation of the act No. 229, passed last winter, 
to facilitate the disposal of tax-lands carried by 
the State for another three months, after which 
the interest of 7 per cent is to be knocked off. 
After three months more 25 per cent of the tax 
is to be deducted. After another three months 
50 per cent, three months more 75 per cent, after 
which the remaining lands on the boos of 
the Auditor-Genefal’s office are to be put up 
and auctioned off to the highest bidder. The 
House passed a bill today to provide for insuring 
the buiidings of the various State institutions. 
This sets aside $10,000 to be used in insuring in 
standard companies. The Government Com- 
missioner of Insurance and the Auditor-General 
form the committee to attend to the business. 
This is an entire new departure in State policy. 
The House tonight agreed to the Senate ainend- 
ment to the Tax bill, which provides an entire 
new law for the State, as prepared by the com- 
mission. The bill now goes to the Governor 
for bis approval, The extra message spoken of 
in my dispatch last night was not sent in today, 
but probably will be tomorrow.

Dwight & Gillettie and 
Cooley & McHenry. o last engagement was 
terminated Oct. 7 1878, on accouut of poor 
health.

CUMBERLAND, Md., March 9.—The coal troubles 
in the Cumberland region are assuming serious 
proportions. From what can now be learned of 
the miners’ plans at their recent meetings, it is 
perfectly safe to predict that the dissatisfied 
men bave fully and positively determined upon 
inaugurating a genera) strike ou the 15th of this 
month. Since the private meeting of producers 
at Baltimore a few weeks ago, the companies 
bave published notices that the miners’ wages 
would be reduced after the Ist of March. The 
colliers have been receiving 6 cents per ton. 
This rate has been reduced to 55 cents, a cut of 
10 cents per ton. The new schedule of mining 
rates was to have gone into immediate effect, 
but the miners requested an extension until the 
15th lust. The corporation granting the request, 
the Knights of Lubor at once dispatched agents to 
the Cleartield district for the purpose of secur- 
ing the codperation of the colliery operatives 
there in a grand and general strike movement 
for an increase of 10 cents per ton, objectively 
to equalize the wages of bota districts, and thus 
frustrate the design of the Cumberland pro- 
ducers in reducing wages. The Cleartield men 
refused to codperate with the Cumberland min- 
ers, claiming that they have all they can do to 
fight their own batties. Discovering that the co- 
operation of the Cleartieid colliery could not be 
sevured, the discontented and grumbling Cum- 
berland members of the Knights of Labor or- 
ganization have beld secret meetings and re- 
solved to inaugurate a general strike. The coal 
com panies have large supplios of coal ' stacked” 
iu the region and at the storing depots, and it is 
stated the stocks are sufficient to supply all 
ordinary demands for a mouth, sbould the strike 
continue that length of time. The Knights 
of Labor say their treasury is well sup- 
plied with funds, and that, with the assist- 
ance they will receive from the general fund of 
the organizauon, a six-months’ strike can be 
maintained should it require that length of 
time to accomplish their end. The companies 
will offer no compromise proposition, and the 
dircontents expect none. be men are ex- 
tremely determined in their resolution to hold 
out to the bitter end, while the producers are 
as equally determined not to retreat from the 

wition they have assumed. The Knights ot 
a bor ha ve sent au autborized delegate to West 
Virginia witb instructions to secure the co- 
operation of the minersof the coal regions of 
that State, so that the struggle against the com- 
pacies’ reduction of wages scheme may be 
successfully resisted in ali districts that have 
@umberiand tor a distributing or shipping point, 
as well as those regions whose product is shipped 
via the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal and Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad. 


The Situation at Omaha, Neb.

OMAHA, Neb., March 9.—Since the raid of the 
strikers and the Labor Union on the men grad- 
ing the Burlington & Missouri Railway grounds 
yesterday afternoon, there bave been no out- 
ward demonstrations... A strikers’ meeting was 
beld into midnight of yesterday, and speeches 
were made congratulatory of the success of the 
raid, boasting of the victories of previous 
strikes,and defying the State militia, whom it 
was rumored in the meeting that the Governor 
was intendmg to send. The grading-grounds 
were deserted yesterday, and the strikers, who 
had threatened a repetition of the attack of 
the previous day if an attempt were made 
to resume work witb “scab” laborers, sent out 
to satisfy themselves that there were none there, 
and did not meet publicly. Committee meetings 
were held at intervals through the day, and in 
one secret meeting a resolution was passed to 
buro the Burlington & Missouri freight depot 
ana to sack the general offices, and also sack 
tne Herald oflice. The resolution was subse- 
quently rescinded, when several committeemen 
from the Union Pacifie Railway shops sensibly 
opposed such lawiess action. The editor of 
the Heraid, Dr. Miller, bas aroused the vin- 
dictiveness of the strikers by denouncing the 
outrage of yesterday, and cailing for the arrest 
of the ringleaders by name. The city has been 
in a feverish state through the day, and tonicht 
the Burlington & Missouri Railroad buildings are 
burricaded and guarded.

Monday. For the present the strikers maintain 
the ascendency.

Matt Lingham Dead. 

Matthew V. Lingham, a well-known actor, 
died iast Sunday in New York. He was born 
Dec. 7, 1%, at Cold Spring, Long Island, and 
made his tirst appearance on the stage, when 20 
years of age, in Boston. Previous to that time 
he was a member of the James E. Murdoch 
Amateur Theatrical Seciety, of which William J. 
Florence, Maggie Mitchell, George Bonifiace, 
and others who have since become famous in 
the profession, were members. Mr. Lingham’s 
first appearance in New York was dt the old 
Bowery Theatre as leading man, and there he 
was quite successful as Hamiet, Macbeth, and 
Richard III. He was popular in Western cities, 
especially in Cincinnati. lu the season of 1876 
and 1877 he appeared ia the Grand Opera- House 
in San Francisco as Fiorettiin Our Boarding- 
House,” and Phineas Fogg in “Around 
the World.” He then returned to New 
York and joined the Union Square company, 
playing the Count de Carojac in the “ Banker's 
Daughter” for two seasons. Next he went to 
Europe with MeKee Rankin and appeared in 
The Dauites fora short time. Afterward be 
played with Fanny Davenport in “ An American 
Girl.“ At this time he was taken sick with the 
disease that caused his death, but fulfilled bis 
engagement and went to Philadelphia witn the 
Union Square company, there playing in “A 
Celebrated Case.” On the 28th of January, 1881, be 
was given a benefit at Booth’s Theatre, and on 
the Sist of the same month he sailed for San 
Francisco, where he played for two weeks. In 
Devember, 188, he again arrived in New York, 
and was engaged by Mr. Palmer to play in The 
Banker's Dauguter,“ but was forced, on account 
of illness, to cancel the engagement. He was 
married in St. Paul, Minn., in 1872, to Miss Lizzie 
Mahon, The funeral services were held Wednes- 
day morning in the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion. The pail-bearers were Manager A. X. 
Paimer, of the Union Square Theatre, and 
Messrs. Osmond Tearle, Harry Edwards, land 
Gerald Eyre, of Wallack's Theatre.

Of course, mine host 
would not tolerate anything of the kind know- 
ingly~—he could not afford to—but for all chat it 
frequently happens that oneof his handsomely- 
furnished sleeping- rooms is converted for the 
time being into a pitfall for “suckers” who are 
roped in by gambiers supposed to be gontlemanly 
guests of the hotel, It was prophesied that the 
Chicago hotels would get a dose of this king, and 
a good capture made yesterday afternoon at the 
Paimer House by Detective Elliott showed the 
prophets to be not far out of the way, 

Some twoor three days ago a well-known mem- 
ber of the gambiing fraternity drove up to the 
Palmer, and, registering as W. A. Taylor. a ficti- 
tious name, engaged a room No. 566 on the fifth 
floor. He brought with him a modest-looking 
trunk,which was duly lugged up to his newly-se- 
lected domicile. Of course he Was dressed like a 
gentieman, and conducted bimself as oue—to 
the hotel cierks. 

Night before last Mr. R. Brooks, a young gen- 
tleman with more money than sense, as the 
sequel will show, was loll about the Palmer 
House rotunda, when à casual acquaintance, 
whose name is not known, but who was a 
‘*roper,” suggested to Mr. Brooks that there 
was a little game gom on UD-stairs—would Mr. 
Brooks like to go up? He would, and he did. 
The two went to Room 556, and there on a centre- 
tabie was a complete faro layout.

But by asceri@ing the stairway ad- 
joining—No, 132—there was found a weil-lighted 
hailway anda door that, though locked, was 
promptly opened by a gentieman in his shirt- 
sleeves anda plug nat. When he opened the 
door the rattie of chips, the sound of hushed 
voices, and a powerful odor of tobacco smoke 
were apparent. If the piug-hatted individual 
knew a visitor was all right he let bim into the 
game, which was shut off from the curious by a 
newly-built partition of pige boards, but if he 
suspected a visitor, as he did the reporter, the 
door would be slammed to very suddenly. 

At Waipole’s, No. 91 Clark, there was a game 
running On the third floor in the rear. The re- 
porter was admitted to the second floor by a col 
ored man, who pointed out to bim in the old 
gambitns rooms, which were deserted and very 
dimiy lighted, nothing but covered tabies and 
other gambling outfite, and who said, There's 
no game tonight.””

MeGarigle Knows Otherwise. 
’ Chief-of-Police MoGarigie was approached 
yesterday upon the subject of gamlULling. He 
was asked if it was true that the gamblers had 
recovered from their scare and were resuming 
operations, and that most of the gambiing- 
houses were again in full biast. 

„No, it is not,” replied MeGarigie. There is 
no gambling going on. The gambiers know that 
the order forthe closing up of their places is 
genuine, and means business. I am absolutely 
certain that gambling is at an end in Chicago. 
It dies hard, of course, and some of the gam- 
biers bave tried to run a game on the quiet. 
Ouly yesterday we found a skin game in opera- 
tion in a room at the Palmer House, and we et- 
fected an entrance to the room and took 
sion of the faro outfit. The two gambiers who 
had started the game were arrested and were to 
be tried before Justice Wallace today, but the 
case was continued. There is nothing going on 
now in the city but private gambling. 

“ Why don't you follows the thing up and 
put an end to the private gambling?” 

„ Weil, it is a question whether we have the 
right to invade private residences, club- houses, 
and places of private resort and interfere with 
what gentiemen consider their personal and pri- 
vate rights. I doubt if such a crusade would be 
sustained by public sentiment.” 

City- Attorney Cameron, who was standing by, 
took occasion to observe that every species of 
gambling for money or property wherever 
carried on was illegal. Gambling with 
cards between gentiemen was called 
a pastime, and gambiing in grain 
on the Board of Trade was called 
business, yet it would puzzle a very good lawyer 
to find anything in the statutes that explained 
the difference. The tact was that gambling was 
gambling in whatever guise, Whether it was in 
taking chances on the nuctuauons of the grain 
market through the medium of a broker, or on 
the throw of the dice or turn of the cards in the 
hands ofa dealer. The nigh toned clubs pre- 
sumed upon the fancied security of their cbar- 
ters to carry on gampbiing; but gambling in the 
high-toned clubs was just as dishonest, dis- 
reputable, and illegal as gambling in the gam- 
biing- houses. 

He insisted that he was mot a candidate for 
anything, and desired the statement that he re- 
fused to prosecute the gambiers contradicted. 
He said that on both the days when George

to the American Government for my release 
from prison or a fair trial, is at hand. I am un- 
Willing to believe that this letter is the produc- 
tion of an American gentieman, much less the 
American gentleman representing the United 
States Government at the Court of St. James, 
bul rather that itemanated from some British 
official at London. I am unwilli to believe 
thatan American gentleman id mock an 
American citizen in chains or treat his appeal 
with contempt. But, as this document bears 
your signature, it may fairly be presumed to be 
genuine, and I will endeavor to answer it gc- 
cordingly. In my opinion, sir, your reasons for 
non-iutervention in my bebalf are not good or 
sullicient reasons. You say that Te 
Coercion act, however exceptional and arbitra- 
ry or contrary to the strict and fundamental 
principle of both English and American juris- 
prudence, is the law of the laud.“ That coercion 
is Contrary to the spirit and fundamental princi- 
pies of American jurisprudence no one will de- 
ny, but whatever the theory of the fundamental 
Principles of English jurisprudence may be, we 
find invariably that in practice coercion has 
been the rule, whenever it was safe to apply it 
and that in this country at least the abseace of 
coercive measures would be exceptional. “ It 
would be manifestiy futile to claim that natur- 
alizea citizens of the United States should be 
excepted from its operation.” 

Then | learn for the first time that there is a 
distinction between naturalized and native-born 
citizens of the United States regarding their 
richt to claim protection abroad. But, sir, it is 
evident you are laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion as tar as my case is concerned. I did not 
claim to be excepted from the operution of the 
coercion or any other iaw. My ciaim was based 
on the fact that I violated no law. 

“The only case, in my opinion, in which I 
ought to intervene would be when an American 
citizen, who is in Ireland attending exciusively 
to bis Own business, and taking no part what- 
ever in public meetings or political discussions, 
should be arrested; it would be proper under 
sucbd circumstances to appeal to the courtesy of 
the British Government for the release of the 
prisoner.” 

So thatin your opinion the only right which 
even a native-born American citizen could pos- 
sibly claim would be the right of appeal to the 
courtesy of the foreign Government, which 
might cast him intoa dungeon and sentence him 
toaterm of imprisonment without trial. But 
should an American be imprudent enough to 
take part in a public meeting, say a prayer- 
meeting, or en e in a political discussion with 
an Eaglishman, Frenchman, or even a Zulu, ac- 
cording to your views he forfeited his right to 
an appeal even to the courtesy of the Govern- 
ment. This will undoubtedly throw light on the 
question of American citizenship. “I have 
communicated these views to the Department of 
State, and have received so far no instructions 
in a contrary spirit.” 

It is to be hoped, sir, ‘that the Department cf 
State at Washington will not indorse your 
“views.” Most assuredly the American people 
will not. But, sit, instead of your views, why 
not communicate the facts in my case to the 
Department of State—viz.: that an American 
citizen was cast into a dungeon, condemned, and 
sentenced to sixteen months’ imprisonment, 
without trial by Judge or jury, by the British | 
Government; that the said American citizen had 
committed no crime nor violated any law; that 
the fact of his having taken part in public 
meetings and expressing his opinions was not 
criminal; that the Coercion act under which he 
was arrested did not probibit the taking part in 
public meetings; that there was no law in En- 
gland, or even in lretand at present, or untila 
new Coercion act was passed, under which he 
could be punished; and that, therefore, he was 
iliegaily detained, and that he demanded bis ro- 
damages for faise imprisonment? 
These are the facts, sir, in my case. 1 put you 
in possession of these facts immediately after 
my arrest, and had you communicated these 
facts instead of your “ views” to the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington, and had they 
ignored my ciaims and devided that I forfeited 
my right of appeal even to courtesy, the ques- 
tion of American citizenship was settied once 
for ali. 

Please return my naturalization papers and 
copy of warrant of arrest. I iutend to preserve 
them as heirlooms, for according to your 
* views.” one is as valuable as the other. I am, 
sir, yours respectfully, D. MCSWRENEY.

LEGATION OF a Univep States, LONDON, 
Sept. 30.—Mr. D. McSweeney—S1n: | have to 
acknowledge the reception of your letter of the 
2ith inst., and in compliance with your request 
therein contained I herewith inclose the cer- 
tificate of citizenship and copy of warrant of 
your arrest. So far from treat your appeal 
“with contempt,” it is proper for me to say 
that on the 10th of June last I addressed a note 
to Lord Granville stating your American citi- 
zensbip, and your denial that you had ever in- 
cited any people in Ireland to riot, but, on the 
contrary, had advised against the commission 
of crime and the violation of the law. 1 also 
stated that I paps by giad to be arenes of 
the particulars o e charge against you. 

Lord Granville, in bis 5 of the th of 
June, declined to recognize any distinction be- 
tween the liability of foreigners and British sub- 
jects in respect of uniawful acts committed 
within the limits of British jurisdiction. He 
added that the Government bad no reason to 
believe that there was ground to suppose that 
American citizens had met with exceptional 
treatment. And in another, dated the Sth of 
July last; he stated, in regard to my request to 
be furnished with the particulars of the unlaw- 
ful acts alleged to have been committed by Mr. 
Walsh, that the Government could make no dis- 
tinction between foreigners and British sub- 
jects, and that in the case of the latter the only 
information that could be given was that con- 
tained in the warrant. 

Under these circumstances, and in the absence 
of any information showing that your case was 
different from that of the great majority of 
others when parties were arrested under the Co- 
ercidn act, I did not think it proper to intervene 
any further in your behalf. I am, sir, your obe- 
dient servant, J. K. LOWELL.

The April deal in wheat was the subject of the 
talk on ‘Change yesterday. The price advanced 
from $1.28 to $1.29, then tell back to $1.28, rose 
to S1.20y, and closed at Les. or- one cent 
above the latest Wednesday evening. Apvil was 
about six cents above seller May, whith sold at 
SI. ZI @1.23'%, and closéd at S. n. The April 
shorts were very much exercised over the deal, 
and many of them appeared to be desperate 
eneligh to do almost anything that would help 
them out of a tight place. They denounced cor- 
ners in vigorous language, and declared the 
business of the board and the Northwest 
was nearly paralyzed by the operations 
of the clique, which made everybody 
afraid to trade, and caused commission 
merchants to refuse to execute orders.

FORMING A STARCH POOL. 

The starch manufacturers of the West beld a 
meeting some two weeks ago at the Palmer 
House for the purpose of pooling their issues. 
There were only ten present at that time, how- 
ever, and the meeting adjourned without ac- 
complishing anything. Another meeting was 
held yesterday at the Grand Pacific, ettend- 
ed by fourteen leadipg Western manu- 
facturers, and considerable progress was 
made mim the direction indicated. Mr. 
Charles Broderick, of Elkhart, Ind. was 
chosen to preside. Among the prominent #tarch- 
makers present were Messrs. M. Fox of Uincin- 
pati and William Daggett of Ottumwa, Ia. The 
object of the meeting, as already explained, was 
to devise a pian tor consolidating the starch 
factories throughout the West, for the purpose 
of arriving at some harmonious arrangemeut 
regarding production and prices. It was decided 
that the thing to be done was to form a pool and 
issue stock to each factory in proportion to its 
value. In order to get at some basis for future 
action a committee was appointed to visit and 
appraise the different establisiiments and to re- 
port at an adjourned meetmg, woven the associa- 
tion will have before it something of u more 
definit character on which to base its Hgurmg.

THE COUNTY FARM RAILROAD. 

The joint Committee on Roads, Bridges, and 
Judiciary met yesterday, and had under con- 
sideration the proposition of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Kallroad Company to col- 
struct tracks tothe Coumy Farm. There was a 
wide diversity of opinion as to the propriety of 
accepting the terms offered, on the ground that 
it would be tying the county to a bargain which 
might prove unprotitabie, and for the further

It ap- 
pears that the Commissiovers are divided in 
their preferences between We roads. and it is 
furthermore intimated that some of them bave 
un indirect interest in the procuring of the right 
of way over certain property.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE 
AS PERPETRATED AT THE COURT-HOUSE. 

There has been no little complaint among 
those who have been prosecuted for a violation 
ot the smoke ordinance at the apparent bliod- 
ness of the healtm authorities to the dense 
smoke daily issumg from the chimneys of the 
new Court- House, which, it not soon prevented, 
will biacken and destroy not only the walls of 
that buliding itself, but also the many beautiful 
buildings in its vicinity, and render the Sherman 
House valueless as hotel property. To iearn why 
no attention was paid to the county 
authorities, a TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day calied on Mr. Paton, at the Health 
Ottice. | That gentleman said the County Commis- 
sioners were notitied about three months ago of 
the violation, and an auswer was returned chat 
the matter would be attended to. A few weeks 
ago Mr. Paton beard the Commissioners were 
about to putin an apparatus to consume the 
smoke, but it does not appear to have been 
placed in operation yet. The Mayor has also 
been notitied that there isa smoke vulsance 
over his head, and nothing appears to have been 
done in the matter. It can hardly be expected 
that citizens will feel much respect for a law 
which both the city and county openly violate. 

John Conroyd ts the name of the Court- House 
engineer who is directly responsible for these 
daiiy floods of filthy smoke. The County Board 
should ship him, and also the Court- House Com- 
mittee, and replace both by people who know 
and attend to their business. 

THE*® COAL CONTRACT. 

There was considerable talk yesterday about 
the quality of the coal bemg furnished tho 
county, especially at the new Court- House, and 
the Commissioners in charge of the mutter were 
quite severely criticised by their associates. 
Those most directly interested in the matter did 
something in the way of investigating, and 
found that Tue Taisene’s statements in refer- 
ence thereto were more than substantiated, it 
appearing that “screenings "’ were not Only be- 
ing delivered at the new Court-House for Wil- 
mington lump coal, but also at the County Hos- 
pital and Jail. Under these circumstances, if 
the facts are as charged, the County Board as a 
whole are to be blamed. and no partic- 
ular member more than another, un- 
leas it be Mr. Albright, Chairman of tho 
Court-House Committee, who says the 
present order of things bas been going on right 
along to his knowle He proposes to briug 
about a change, however, and bas prepared a 
resolution to be Introduced Monday declaring 
the contract for coal forfeited unless it is lived 
up to in the future. To an outeiderthis would 
seem like a move in the right direction, but it is 
surmised that if the contractor is to be réquired 
to turnish Wilmington coal and to give fu 
weight the resolution will be a favor to him, for 
be cannot possibly furnish it at thecontract price 
without a positive loss. He may be in earnest, 
however, and no doubt is; but, knowing that the 
substitution was going on, de should not have 
waited for a reporter to discover it and call 
attention to it, and, furthermore, be should 
long ago bave refused to audit the contractor's 
bilis. Theu, again, the entineers receiving the 
rubbish cannot be too severely censured for the 
purt they have played, and especially the one at 
the new Court-House, for they have been re- 
ceiving the stuff and approving the bills—cer- 
tifying to the receipt of Wilmington coal— 
knowing that they were incorrect, and that the 
county was not getting what it was paying for.

HE GIVES nis LECTURE ON “ PECULIAR PEO- 
PLE’’ TO A LARGE AUDIENCE. 

Mr. John B. Gough, the veteran of the lect- 
ure platform, lectured last evening in Central 
Music-Hall under the auspices of the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union. In spite of 
the disagreeable weather the audience was a 
magoificent one, both in character and in num- 
bers, for but few seats in the house were vacant, 
The audience were characteristically cultured 
aud appreciative, aud their numbers on such 
a night was a stroug testimony to the fame 
of the orator. Mr. Gough appeared on 
the stage shortly after 8 o'clock, and 
was received with due applause. To one 
who saw bim years ago a visibie change is ap- 
parent. His long gray beard and bis longer su- 
very hair bear testimony to the weight of years. 
His movements are now a e stiff, but he is 
still fullof all his old fire, aud though his voice 
is weak and breaking, be carries bis audience 
with bim much as be did years ago. ‘Though his 
joints may be stiff, he is still an excellent mimic, 
and is abie to imitate the walk of a city dandy or 
a seasick landsman to perfection. There is a 
marked contrast between such a man as Guugh 
and uch a dreamer as Oscar Wilde on the lecture 
platform. The one is young and vigorous, but 
dreamy, languid, dawdling, indefinit, and cure- 
less. The other is old, stiff, and wearied, but 
tun of life, enthusiasm, fire, and a cieariy-de- 
tined purpose. The audience yawn at the oue, 
but wre either laugebiag or crying with the other. 

Mr. Gough announced that bis addrese would 

be his old iecture on “ Peculiar Peopie,” with 
some changes, although it could scarcely be 
called a new lecture. He had seen forty 
years of putlic speaking, and had met many 
people of this class, and in an exceedingly rapid 
voice he proceeded to repeat his old and exvel- 
lent lectured on this:subject. To attempt to ro- 
port it would be to murder it. It was inter- 
spersed with excellent sturics—some new, many 
vid, some wonderfully bumorous, many deeply 
and beautifully pathetic. He drew excellent 
pictures of the blunt people who are disagreca- 
bie and glory in it; of the grumbiers who find 
fault with the whole worid and beaven itseif; of 
the peoble who are unsuccessful and lay their 
own faults at the door of their enemies: 
of the people Without tact who pain 
because they do not know better; of the obtuse 
literalists who cannot understand a joke: and of 
the irreverent jokers who sacrifice their respect 
for things holy to the necessities of a question- 
able bit of blasphemous fun. In conclusion, he 
drew a few pathetic pictures illustrating the 
hierher ideals of bravery, beroism, and the true 
life, 
After the lecture Mr. Gough announced that 
he was not yet worn out, as had been stated. 
His heart was still young, and be wanted some 
years yet to complete his life’s work. He had 
ulways been afraid or ae for its audience 
either like a speaker or let him know tne con- 
oe 5 He proposed to remain in the city fora 
week to olitain needed rest, and he desired to 
offer publicly to make an address next week on 
the subject of prohibition gratuitously, at some 
time and place to be announced hereafter.

INSURANCE. 
THE MARINE UNDERWRITERS—THE OSBORNE 
LORS. 

The conference of marine underwriters at 
Detroit day before yesterday seems to strike the 
local marine-instrance men as one of those 
harmless gatherings which resolve a great deal 
and accomplish very little. As understood here, 
it recommended local pools in tne several lake 
cities on the grain, coal, and iron business, and 
lefé everything else, including the “ up-mer- 
chandise business,” open. The pools on the 
three classes of business mentioned will prob- 
abiy be formed, while the companies will run 
the other as seems unto each of them best, pro- 
vided some of them take any risk on the up- 
merchant” business at all. Judging from its 
unprofitableness last year, a number of them 
will probably refrain from writing it this season. 

OFF ITS BASE. 

A badly-informed paper yesterday made tho 
statement that Mr. D. M. Osborne would be com- 
pelled to sue the insurance companies to re- 
cover his losses on his reaper-works, which were 
destroyed some months ago by fire. Mr. Osborne 
will do nothing of the sort. Just after the fire 
he made up an estimate of his loss, which was 
supported by allidavits by the late Lake 
Ransom and two of his other employés. 
It was tte more than guesswork, 
however, and the companies in interest 
requested amended proofs, which, after 
some hesitation and objections, Mr. Osborne 
agreed to make. Those amended proofs have 
been filed, and the companies bave the usual 
sixty days in which to approve them and pay 
the loss. This, according to the statement of 
one of the agents most heavily interested in the 
matter, they will undoubtedly do within the 
time allotted, so that no lawsuits will be neces- 
sary. The amount of the ioss is reduced in the 
amended proofs from $245,000 to $176,000, and 
the saivage increased from $8,500 to about $16,- 
ou, a cureful investigation of the stuff in 
the ruins having sbown that the first esti- 
mates of the loss were largely exaggerated, and 
that the salvage was much larger nan bad at

BIGAMY. 


MRS. ROBINSON COMES ALL THE WAY FROM 

ENGLAND TO FIND HER SINFUL SPOUSE. 

A few days ago Mrs. Mary B. Robinson, of 
Birmingham, England, arrived in this city and 
at once prosecuted a search for ber missing hus- 
band, whe deserted ber some fourteen months 
ago. She found aim at the shoe manufactory of 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer, and was rather dis- 
agreeably astonished to learn that be had taken 
unto bimselt a new wife witbout having put 
himself to the trouble of securing a divorce 
from wife No. 1. She sought an interview with 
him, asked nim to desert wife No. 2, and return 
to Engiand with her. To this proposal he made 
a flat refusal, but told her that if she desired to 
accompany. him to the Armory he would 
give himself up to the police.

A Letter of Congratulation to the Mem- 
bers of the Whisky Pool, Stating the 
Success of the Scheme. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 9,—It is well known 
that the Western distillers recently organized a 
pool under the name of “The Western Export 
Association,” with a view of controliing prices 
by preventing overproduction, and euabiing all 
the manutacturers to do business at a profit. 
On the Ist of March the association had been in 
active existence for eighty-six days, and the 
operation of the combinauon is fuliy set forth 
in a private letter to the members from the 
President, Mr. H. B. Miller, of the Riverton Al- 
cohol Works, better known in Chicago as Buf- 
falo”’ Miller, to whose energy and efforts the 
orgauization of the associacion is due. In this 
letter Mr. Miller says: . 

Called into existence under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, and having to contend with dim 
culties never before experienced, dur associa- 
tion cannot be provounced other thaa a great 
suceeas,. When we organized highwines were 
selling at $1.08 both in Cincinnati and Peoria, 
with a settled conviction that they would go 
lower, Goods bad already cousmmenced to accu- 
mulute, and the accumulation was certain to 
continue, There was but one way left open to 
get rid of the accumulation, and that was by 
export. No distiller would export as long as be 
could get as much money by selitmy to the do- 
mestic trade,and the consequence would have 
been the price for domestic guods would bave 
been governed during the whole of the eighty- 
duys by the price exports would have netted the 
liver.

The most serious obstacle we bad to contend 
with was the tar agitation in Congress. This 
could not be avoided. Members of Congress 
themselves would bave agitated the matter, and 
it was much better for the distillers to take it in 
hand aud have the reduction delinitly settled. 
This has injured us from the start in a largeiy 
decreased purchase of goods. 

bear testimony to the good faith of all the 
members. Each one pays promptly and cheer- 
tully his dues. A littie dissatisfaction is ovea- 
sionally expressed at the large amount of extra 
capacity operated, but this extra capacity was 
allotted when we organized—every member 
knew what it was at the time; we all signed with 
our eyes open, and if it bas worked a hardship, 
we have no rignt to complain. Iam happy to 
say most of this exjra capacity is out ot. and 
every distilier is striving to reduce to the last 
bushel he can. At the last meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, held in Cincinnati, with 
many outside distillers t, on the motion 
of James Walsh, Esqh it was unanimously ro- 
solved that each and all present hold themselves 
morally responsible for every dollar of indebt- 
edness of the association. 

One good resuit of our orgauization is that we 
are coustantly becoming better acquainted with 
each other; that we are beginning to realize the 
true situation of our trade; that we are being 
educated not to hesitate at trifies if thereby we 
can better our condition, and that the harvess 
that sat uneasy ou us at first is no longer em- 
barrassing. 

Our agreement reads: This association shall 
enter into actual existence on the 2ist day of 
November, 1881, ana, if not sooner dissolved, re- 
main in force until May 1, 168, but the Executive 
Committee may extend the time one month by a 
unanimous vote of all the members. The time 
for this action bas not yet arrived, but if there 
sbould be even a respectable minority of the 
members approve, the time would not be ex- 
tenced. 

There were members who feared the high 
prices would revive old bouses that were laying 
idie (a tew such being still in existence in Ohio 
and Indiana), and stimulate the building of new 
ones. One house in Lawrenceburg masdes from 
fifty to 100 bushels, one in Dayton 200 bushels, 
and one or two houses in Milwaukee are the 
direct results of our association. The house 
commenced building in Des Moines before we 
Organized has made no progress, and a new 
house contemplated buiiding at Atlanta, la., is 
Still in statu quo. The recently-enacted laws in 
Iowa, prohibiting the manufacture of spirits, 
will cool the ardor of those contemplating that 
State as a basis of operations, and with the dis- 
solution of our organization all schemes for 
building new houses will be dissolved. 

Iu must be apparent by this time to every dis- 
tiller that until grain again reaches a price by 
which exports can be sent out of the country at 
a protit, overproduction will be the rule and the 
business constantly depressed. But 1 would not 
urge a continuance of our present organization, 
and will leave future events tothe distillers 
themseives, without any recommendati

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks at the opening seemed weak, but the 
shorts in Louisville & Nashville, which had been 
largely oversold, began to cover, and the whole: 
market grew stronger on account of the rise in 
that stock. The influence of this movement 
was the dominant one all day. The rise was as- 
sisted in the afternoon by the announcement 
that the Bank of Engiand had reduced its rate 
of discount to 4 per cent. Just at the close the 
rumor of a defaication in the Four th National 
Bank of New York excited a momentary dis- 
trust. At the close the market was strong. 

Kiernan says: A gentleman very near M. 
Gould has authorized the statement that a oom 
pact had existed tor ten days between Gould, 
Vandertilt, and Keene under which they had 
been securing a large line of stocks. Mr. Keene 
had depressed the market while the others had 
bought. Late attacks bad been so successfiil 
that the coalition found: itself in a position 
Wednesday night to take a decided stand on the 
bull side. Nothing of this sort was believed by 
operators at the Windsor. The free use of the 
names of banks and institutions reported to be 
in trouble induced a committee of tive bank 
Presidents to make critical inquiries, but poth- 
ing of a damaging character was discoVered. 
Rumors affecting the credit of firms and prom 
nent individuals were last evening pronounced 
utterly untrue. It is ciaimed that tne Lake 
Shore pool has not finished its movement, and 
that the stock will cross 120. Judge Hutcbings 
talks very bearish on the stock, but he is alleged 
to be long of it. It is said on good authority tht 
the earnings of the New York Central Company 
are increasing. especially on local trafiic. The 
February statement was very favorable. 

The February earnings of forty-two roads are 
reported by the Chronicle at $14,306,523. The 
earnings for January and February combined 
are given at $20,752,006, against $22,801,500 for 
the same period last year, an increase of $7,125,- 
637. The roads which show the largest gains are 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul, Northwestern, Wa- 
Dash. Union Pacific, St. Paul & Omaha, St. Paw, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba, Northern Pacific, and 
Louisville & Nashville. The latest railrond 
earniggs reported are: Louisville & Nashville, 
month of February, $960,036; increase, $154,912;

Mr. Gould’s New York World contains items 
every day in detense of Missouri Pacific, which it 
warns the bears not to sell short. As is wel” 
known, the company has recently negiected to 
pay the interest on the income bonds on the 
Iron Mountain Road, consolidated with it sore 
months ago. This detault has beeb made tue 
occasion by the bears of renewed assaults on 
the stock of the Missouri Pacific, but the World 
explains that if the Missouri Pacific has not paid 
the interest it was because it was not bound to 
do so, and adds that the Iron Mountain has vot 
paid any interest on its income bonds for two 
years, because it had not the funds to do it with. 
This is a damaging admission. Of the $30,000,000 
of the present Missouri Pacific stock, more than 
half is Iron Mountain stock, which, according 
to the World, is not earnihg enough to pay ina- 
terest on its income bonds. But the Missouri 
Pacific is paying 6 per cent®dividends on its 
$30,000,000 of stock, which inciudes $16,094,220 of 
Iron Mountain stock, and, of course, doing it out 
of Missouri Pacific earnings. This does rot 
speak well for the permanent value of Missouri 
Pacific stock. 

Missouri Pacific opened at 25, sold down to 
- $944, and rallied at the close to 91%.

The following extract from a letter written by 
a Chicago gentleman engaged officially in the 
business of grain transportation is worthy of 
careful study: 

I. I think rates will be maintained up to open- 
tng of navigation, but do pot think volume 
of business will be beavy, for the receipts huve 
not averaged over fifty cars corn daily for past 


month. 

2. Navigation will HMkely open some time this 
month. A charter was made the 27th for Buf- 
fal» at two and half cents. Last year the rute 
opened at seven cents. 

3. There is here at present sufficient lake ton- 
nage to take all the grain that offers; last year 
the tonnage was scarce, and to save shortnge 
large biocks were shipped ail rail to April 15. A 
smail percentage of the cribbed corn on 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy (about 5,000,000 bu) 
will come to Chicago, as most of the lowa corn, 
will xb to St. Louis, and from there be shipped 
via barge lines. Corn on the Rock Isian 
Northwest will most likely come to Chicago. 

4. As farmers are holding for higher prices the 
receipts will not be heavy until last of Aprii for 
May delivery. As navigation.will then be fully 
open the grain will be forwarded via lake. 

5. wheat crop reports from all sections are 
favorable. a 

It bas been the experience of all Western 

that so long as freight was, plenty pool 
rates were maintained, but as soon as the rail- 
road sidings commenced to fill up with empties 
deviations were the order of the day.

BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


Text of the Bill Reported by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. 

The full text of the new Banxruptcy Dill re- 
ported by the Senate Judicary Committee is as 
follows: , 

A Bre to establish an uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy throughout the United States. 

Be u enacted, te., That wuenever any person, 
without traud, shall have become involved in 
debts and liabilities beyond bis means of pay- 
ment, and amounting to $500 or upward, ue may 
apply by petition in equity, setting forth his in- 
solvency and the cause thereof, with schedules 
of his liabilities and assets, duiy verihed, to the 
District Court of the United States for 
the district in which he may reside, on which 
jurisdiction is hereby conferred, to surrender bis 
estate for the beucfit of his creditors, except 80 
much as shall be exempt from execution under 
aud by the laws of the State where be resides; 
and thereupon, if good cause appears, the court 
shall adjudge the petitiouer to be a bankru pt, 
appoint a receiver of such estate, and cause 
rexsonabie notice by service, mail, publication, 
Or Otherwise, to ve given to all persons interesi- 
ed, and shall proceed to hear and dispose of the 
cause upon its merits as the pleadi and 
proofs may require, and to marshal and distrib- 
ute said estate among the creditors of the peti- 
tioner according to the rules and practices of 
equity. Aud Hun shall appear that such debts 
and jiabilities were incurred without fraud, and 
that the inability of the debtor to make pay- 
ment bas arisen from accident and misfortune 
aud without fraud, the court shall grant him a 
discharge as a bankrupt from ail such debts and 
liabillties. This act shall also agply to corpora- 
uons. 

Sec. 2. That whenever any person residing and 
Owing debts as aforesaid, after the r of 
this act departs from the State, District, or Ter- 
ritory of which he is an inhabitant with an in- 
tent to defraud his creditors, or, being absent, 
remains so with like mitent, or conceais himseif 
to avoid arrest or the service of legal process, 
issued or feared, or makes u frauduleut transfer 
of his property, or conceals or removes the 
same to avoid process, or with intent to defraud 
his creditors, procures or suffers judgment 
against him, or gives a warrant to coufess judg- 
ment or judgment note with like intent, or who, 
having been arrested in any civil accion, fails or 
negiects to give bail, or in some other mode to 
procure a discharge for twenty days, or fails to 
dissolve an attachment | upon his property 
ina civil action for a li period, or falls tor 
sixty days tu satisfy a final judgment of decree 
rendered against him for the payment of money 
unless a supersedeas or stay of execution bas 
been effected in respect thereto, or who, being 
a trader, has suspended aud not resumed 
payment of bis commercial paper, open accounts 
wade, passed, or contracted in the course of his 
business fora period of thirty days after the 
Same were payable, or who, being insolvent, 
makes a preterence to apy creditor, or makes an 
assigument for the benefit of existing creditors, 
with or without preference, any creditor or 
creditors may file such petition in behalf of all 
persons interested, and thereupon the like pro- 
ceedings shall be bad as in the case of a petition 
by the debtor. Inspivency ia this act shall be 
deemed to exist only when the debtor's liabiii- 
tiles exceed in amount the value of bis property 
—_ to execution, and the available debt due 

im. 

SEC. 3. That the Court shall have power to 
grant extensions of time for payment, and to 
reduce the amount of indebtedness pro rata for 
the purpose of allowing the debtor to proceed 
with bis business if it shail seem best 80 to do. 
Aud any agreement between the debtor and a 
majority in amount and number of his creditors 
may be carried into effect if approved by the 
Court. 

Sec. . That the Court may at any time dur- 
ing the proceedings order thatallor any other 
proceedings be stayed or dismissed, and may re- 
quire all or any claims to be presented to it for 
determination, or may allow any other proceed 
ing to be prosecuted to final judgment, and such 
judgment to be filed in the bankruptcy. Any 
claim not due may be matured by a rebate un- 
der an order of the Court. No creditor shall be 
prejudiced by having taken security in good 
faith and without notice of impending bank- 
ruptcy, but securities otherwise taken may be 
set aside. 

Seo. 5. That any interlocutory matter in the 
course of the proceedings may be beard before 
any standing or special Master in Chancery and 
under a standing or a special order of reference, 
and at any place designated in such order; but 
ail the decisious of such masters shail be sub- 
ject to the summary and informal supervision 
and control of the Court. The Circuit 
Judge and Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court assigned to the circuit shall have and ex- 
ercise a like supervision and control over all the 


proceediaxs of the District Court in bankruptcy; 
and at the request of any person aggrieved by 
|‘ any decision of the District Court or the Judge 
| thereof, he shall certify forthwith the questions 
involved in such decision to the Circuit Judge 
for summary review and redetermination: and 
any decision of the Circuit Judge may be in like 
manoer reviewed by said Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and the party aggrieved may seek relief 
by appeal as in other cases, 

Sec. 6. That any conveyance, transfer, or pay- 
ment made and recvived in view of bankruptcy 
may be set aside if found to be contrary to the 
just rights of other creditors; but money ob- 
tained and used in good faith, though unsuc- 
cessfully, to avert an impending badkruptcy, or 
Save a threatened sacrifice of property, or for 
sickness or other like necessity, may be pre- 
ferred in payment or in security by the Court. 

Sec. 7. That if it shail appear that any creditor 
has wilituliy and oppressively sought to bring 
about the bankruptcy of the debtor, orto obtain 
any fraudulent advantage over other creditors, 
the Court may deny such wrongdoer any partici- 
pation in the estate, or only a partial benetit of 
His Cialm, as May seem just. The discharge of 
the bankrupt sbail not operate against any lia- 
bility tor fraud; trespass, or other willful tort; 
but the validity of any discharge in bankruptcy 
shailnot be contested after the expiration of 
two years from its date. 

SEC. 8. That the District Courts shall be con- 
sidered as always open for the reception and 
consideration of the business under this act, and 
at their reguiar terms the bankruptcy business 
shall have precedence over all other kinds. 

Sec. ¥. Tuat it shall be the duty of the Su- 
preme Court to make such additional rules in 
| equity, if any, as mey be required to carry this 

act into full effect; and to fix all fees and costs 
for services in bahkruptcy under this act. 


A Harvard Ce-operative Scheme. 
Boston J: urnat. 

At a meeting of the studenis of Harvard Uni- 
versity, beid last evening in Holden Obapei ta 
form a coOperative society, about 125 were pres- 
ent. After a long and tedious discussion a con- 
stitution was finally adopted, differing in 
many essential points from the one 
recommended, of which the main points 
have already been published. The principal 
features of the pian finaliy adopted are these: 
All persons connected with the university ma 
join the society on the payment of a tee of $2, 
which shall entitie them to its benefits for the 
neademic year within which it is paid. The 
governmeat of the society isto be in the hands 
ofa Board of Directors, consisting of a President 
and ‘Treasurer and nine Directors, one from each 
college ciass, two from the Law School, and oue 
each from the faculty, the Divinity School, and 
the Episcopal Theological School. A comvetent 
Superintendent, assisted by one or more mem- 
bers of the university, shall have charge of the 
business of the society—namely: to attend to the 
receipt, Storage, and sale of secoud-band books, 
furniture, etc., placed with the society for sale 
on commission; to purchase books, stationers’ 
materials, coal, wood, and such other articies as 
may be specitied by the Directurs, and to keep 
full and exact accounts of all sales. urchases, 
etc. The moome of the society is to be derived 
from the annual f and a commission on sales 
to be fixed by the rdof Directors. If there be 
a Surpius at the end of the year, it is to be added 
to the contingent fund; it a deficit, it is to be 
assessed on the members. Persons not mem- 
bers of the society shall in general be denied its 
privileges, but for the convenience of its mem- 
bers the Directors shall aliow them to purchase 
secoud-hand articles. No credit is to be given. 
The Director trom the faculty is to furnish all 
needed information about text-books, The so- 
ciety will bave an active existence as soon, as 400

Measurement and Enrollment Fees. 

In lieu of existing fees levied and collected 
from owners and masters of vessels, it is pro- 
posed by the bill introduced by Senator Frye, in 
the Senate at Washington, on Tuesday, that 
there shall be levied and collected from the 
owners and masters of all vegsela, except those 
navigating the waters of the Northern, North- 
eastern, and Northwestern frontiers otherwise 
than by sea, the following fees: 

l. For measuring every vessel in order to the 
enrolimeg of licensing and recording the same, 
for vessels under 100 tons register, $2; for ves- 
sels over 100 tons and not exceeding 200 tons, $3; 
for vessela over 400 tons, 63 

2. No charge shall be made for certificates of 
enroliment or indorsement on the same, por for 
licenses or indorsements on the same, nor for 
certifying manifests,nor for receiving a certified 
manitest and granting a permit on the arrival 
of a licensed vessel, norfor receiving a certified 
manifest or granting a permit on the arrival of 
a registered vessel, and no charge sball be made 
for entering or clearing a vessel engaged in the 
coasting trade or in the trade with the Dominion 
of Cavada. No vessel engaged in commerce 
with the Dominion of Canada shall be subject to 
tonnage tax or duty, nor shall consular certiti- 
cates be required from the same. The assess- 
ment of 40 cents per month, now authorized by 
law, shall not bereafter be collected from the 
masters or own of vessels engaged exciusive- 
ly in the coast trade or in fishing.

TROUBLE IN KANE. 


Gas Herrington’s Suit Against Lawyer 
Garfirld, and Ite Termination. 
To the Editor of The Ch Tribune. 

GENEVA, III., March 8.— The criminal term of 
the Kane County Circuit Court has beeg engaged 
0 far this week over poiitical squabbies and 
factional fights in the form of indictments re- 
turned by the grand jury ot the last October 
term, of which H. E. Hunt, a politician of Dun- 
dee, was foreman. 

A year ago last Novem while F. G. Gar- 
field, an anti-Herrington Democrat, Dick Bots- 
ford, and Gus Herrington were engaged in a war 
of words in the County Judge's room, Gus got 


mad and jumped at Gartield, threatening to 
take his tongue out by the roots, and jumped 
squarely upon the muzzleof a four-barreled 
Derringer in Garfield's hands. Noone was hurt, 
yet there is a suspicion that Botsford was 
terribly scared. Uniuckily for Garfield the 
fracas occurred in the enemy's camp with only 
Botsford,a Herrington man, for a witness, so 
Gus and Dick went before the grand jury al- 
luded to and had Garfield indicted for an as- 
Sauit with intent to commit a bodily in- 
jury upon Gus, also for carrying 
concealed weapons. The indictment for an 
assault was quasbed by Judge Wilson at 
the same time, but that for carrying 
concealed wea came u for trial on 
Monday with Ryan and Crosby for the prosecu- 
tion and Wheaton, Joslyn, and Moore for the de- 
fense. The trial wasshort, rich, and rare; the de- 
fense admitting the carrying of the Derringer, 
aud pleading the desperate temper and quarrel- 
some character of Gus as a justification, sup- 
ported by the testimony of a dozen witnesses, 
among whom was Garfield himself, 
who swore among other things that 
he had known Gus forty yea 
and had met him upon ail occasions and ai 
places where men ther; and there was but 
one such that he could think of where Gus had 
not attacked or assaulted some one—and that 
was at funerals. 2 failed to agree, but 
if the case is ever tri n Tas TRIBUNE 
should send out a reporter. It is reported that 
Gus is terribly disgusted at the result of 
the trial, together with the failure of 
bis attempt to get Garfield reindictea for au 
assault; and that he openly charges that N. D. 
Barry, State’s-Attorney Ryun, and N. J. Brown 
have sold him out to Garfield, and in bis wrath 
declares they will hereafter pay their fare when 
they ride upon the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway; while State’s-Attorney Ryan retorts 
that hereafter the dignity of bis high office will 
mot be tarniabed to gratify the spite or curry 
the fuvor of anybody for free passes given. 

The next case on trial, occupying the Court's 
time till late yesterday, was an indictment 
utru inst the Commissioner of Highways of the 
Town of Dundee for malfeasance in office in 
being corruptly interested in certain contracts 
for rebuilding bridges twept away by last 
spring's freshets at Dundee and * 
terville. It was a miserable affair all 
over, the offspring of local political 
animosity and petty party spite; and disgraceful 
alike with the Gartield indictinent—both of which 
have probably cost the country $1,000, to say 
nothing of individual expense, for all of which 
the country is only compenseted in disgrace in- 
curred and bad biood engeadered.

PIG-IRON. 


The Product Last Vear—An Increase of 
About 8 Per Cent Over 1880—Statistics 
from the Furnaces, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 5.—The Bulletin of the 
American [ron & Steel Association will pub- 
lish in a day or two full returns of the produc- 
tion of pig-iron last year in the United States. 
The total production, although a little more than 
8 per cent greater than in 1580, was jess than was 
generally looked for. The production in each 
of the last three years is given below in net and 
gross tons (a net ton being 2,000 pounds and a 
gross ton 2.240 pounds) with the number of net 
tons produced with each of the three kinds of 
fuel;

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Many of the Objections to the New 
York Roads Obviated. 
The Details of the Scheme Worked Out 
by Mr. Meigs. 


If there is any one thing about New York 


which, more than another, has provoked a gen- 


eral growl and no little unrepressed profanity, 
It is the Gotham system of elevated railroads. 
The objections to the New York plau of elevated 
roads are too well known to require anything 
but mere enumeration, In the first place, they 
take up too much of the street, are unsightly, 
very noisy, and obscure the ligbt, darkening tae 
houses along the route and, to that extent at 
least, injuring their desirability and their prop- 
erty value. It is something remarkable, how- 
ever that no one has ever been able to prove 
actual damages, for the reason that. in spite of 
the objections noted, the increased travel on 
the streets has really created a 
better demand for the abutting property than 
before the roads were built. The most serious 
objection, however, lies in the danger of derail- 
ment, the chapter of accidents from this cause 
alone being already a long one, to say nothing of 
the coliisions, breaks, and other misbaps which 
have marked the history of this comparatively 
recent method of obtaining rapid transit. 

Whenever the subject of elevated railroads 
has been mentioned, or even hinted at, as possi- 
bly the only ultimate solution of the question of 
rapid transit in Chicago,

New York bave-been urged and reiterated, and
